JOURNAL OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVENTION. 


NEw YorK, WEDNESDAY, 
September 26, 1894. 


THIs being the day appointed by the Constitution of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New York for the meeting 
of the Annual Convention, a number of the clergy and laity as- 
sembled for Divine Service, at 10 o’clock in the morning, at the 
Church of the Holy Trinity, Forty-second Street, in the City of 
New York, the place appointed by the Bishop for the purpose. 


The Right Reverend the Bishop of the Diocese delivered his 
Annual Address [see Appendix A]. 


The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Bishop, who was 
assisted in the service and in the administration by the Rev. Morgan 
Dix, D.D., Chairman of the Standing Committee ; the Rev. W. R. 
Thomas, D.D., Archdeacon of Orange ; the Rev. F. B. Van Kleeck, 
D.D., Archdeacon of Westchester ; the Rev. George D. Johnson, 
D.D., Archdeacon of Richmond; the Rev. C. C. Tiffany, D.D., 
Archdeacon of New York ; the Rev. Thomas Burgess, D.D., Arch- 
deacon of Dutchess ; the Rev. E. Walpole Warren, D.D., rector of 
the Church of the Holy Trinity ; and the Rev. Thomas R. Harris, 
D.D., Secretary of the Convention. 


The Bishop took the chair, and called the Convention to order. 
Under the direction of the Bishop, the Secretary, the Rev. Thomas 
R. Harris, D.D., called the roll of the clergy entitled to seats, when 
one hundred and eight answered to their names and took their 
seats. *

OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


To the Convention of the Diocese of New York: 

In compliance with the requirements of Title III., Canon I., Section 3, of 
the Digest, I would hereby give particular notice that the following alterations 
of the Constitution of the Church are proposed, to wit, those comprised in the 
two resolutions subjoined, said resolutions having been constitutionally adopted 
by a General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, held in the city 
of Baltimore, Maryland, in October, A.D. 1892, to wit: | 

First. It was by concurrent action of the two Houses of the Convention 
(vide Journal, pp. 388, 118). 

Lesolved, That Article 8 of the Constitution be amended by striking out the 
clause ‘‘ No alteration, etc,,” and in inserting in lieu thereof the following: 
‘‘No alteration or addition shall be made in the Book of Common Prayer or 
other Offices of the Church, or the Articles of Religion, unless the same shall 
be first proposed in one General Convention, by the vote of a majority of the 
whole number of Bishops entitled to seats in the House of Bishops, and by the ~ 
vote of a majority of all the Dioceses entitled to representation in the House of 
Deputies, and by a resolve of the General Convention made known to the Con- 
vention of every Diocese, and adopted at the eu beequent General Convention in 
the same manner in which it was Pred so that the Article as thus 
amended shall read as follows:

ARTICLE 8. 


A Book of Common Prayer, Administration of the Sacraments and other 
Rites and Ceremonies of the Church, Articles of Religion, and a Form and 
Manner of Making, Ordaining and Consecrating Bishops, Priests, and Deacons, 
when established by this or a future General Convention, shall be used in the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in those Dioceses which shall have adopted this 
Constitution. No alteration or addition shall be made in the Book of Common 
Prayer or other Offices of the Church, or the Articles of Religion, unless the 
same shall be first proposed in one General Convention, by the vote of a 
majority of the whole number of Bishops entitled to seats in the House of 
Bishops, and by the vote of a majority of all the Dioceses entitled to represen- 
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tation in the House of Deputies, and by a resolve of the General Convention 
made known to the convention of every Diocese, and adopted at the subsequent 
General Convention in the same manner in which it was proposed ; Provided, 
however, that the General Convention shall have power, from time to time, to 
amend the Lectionary, but no act for this purpose shall be valid which is not 
voted for by a majority of the whole number of Bishops entitled to seats in the 
House of Bishops, and by a majority of all the Dioceses entitled to representa- 
tion in the House of Deputies. 

Second. It was by concurrent action of the two Houses of the Convention 
(vide Journal, pp. 894, 395, 152). 

Resolved, That the following changes be made in the Constitution, and tha 
the proposed changes be made known to the several Diocesan Conventions, in 
order that they may be adopted in the ensuing General Convention, in accord- 
ance with provisions of Article 9 of the Constitution :

OF_ ST. STEPHEN’S COLLEGE. 


To the Convention of the Diocese of New York; 


The undersigned, a Committee of the Trustees of St. Stephen’s College, beg 
to report to the Convention of the Diocese of New York that the College has 
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entered on the work of another academic year, Nine young men, who have 
received their classical education at Annandale, have entered the General The- 
ological Seminary. Fourteen have entered the Freshman class, and several 
others have entered on the special course, preliminary to their beginning the 
study of theology. 

The number of students last year was eighty. The number this year is 
sixty-seven. There have been fifty applicants, but only sixteen of them could 
be received. Most of them were young men who required scholarships. When 
our fund was exhausted, to their disappointment and to our own, we were 
compelled to decline to receive them. 

James Stryker, LL.D., who graduated from the College in 1869, died in May, 
after a few days’ illness. He had been connected with the College for the past 
twenty-five years as an instructor, and the last twenty years as Professor of 
Mathematics. He was an able and a faithful man, who always performed his 
work well, and who maintained the respect and esteem of all who knew him. 

The Rev. Charles H. Malcom, D.D., has entered on the duties of the Pro- 
fessorship of English Literature and History. He is an able man, and will 
add to the reputation of the College. He spent some time in the University of 
Edinburgh in the study of branches which pertain to his present work. Dr. 
John C. Robertson, Professor of Greek, was called to a like position in the 
University of North Carolina, but he preferred the work at Annandale, and we 
continue to have the benefit of his valuable instruction. 

We are well equipped for doing the work of an undergraduate college for 
training men, and developing their mental capacities. The graduates of the 
College have shown this in institutions where they have come into comparison 
with men of other colleges. 

All the young men are communicants of the Church, and all but two or 
three are studying with a view to Holy Orders. They are men of excellent 
character, and are zealously engaged in the work of the Church in the immedi- 
ate neighborhood of the College. They take the entire care of St. Peter’s 
Chapel, which is two miles from the College. Their work has called forth the 
voluntary commendation of a Presbyterian gentleman who lives in the imme- 
diate vicinity. He says they have transformed the neighborhood, which, pre- 
vious to their work, was not reputable, but has now become distinguished for 
its honesty and integrity. 

The Convention last year was told that we are $50,000 in debt, which debt 
was incurred before we had the good fortune of receiving the magnificent bene- 
factions of our friend, the Rev. Dr. C. F, Hoffman, and it was said that if it 
were paid, then $3,000 and more, which are now used for paying interest, could 
be applied to the work of the College. The Convention, by resolution, invited 
the rectors to make a collection for the College. Seven rectors have responded, 
and we have received $328.70.

York: 

The Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the Diocese of New York respectfully report, that during the past year they 
have disbursed for the benefit of deserving and underpaid Clergymen in the 
Diocese, in six equal appropriations of $300 each, the sum of $1,800, derived 
from the ircome of the fund in their hands known as the Graham Fund; 
that other funds in their hands are, for the most part, held in special trust for 
particular objects, the income of which has been used in accordance with the 
terms of the trusts; and that the several payments above mentioned are in 
detail stated in the Treasurer’s Report, hereto annexed, and referred to as part 
of this Report, as are also the amounts of the principal sums of the several 
funds in their hands, and the securities in which they are respectively 
invested.

The receipts from assessments during the year have been sufficient to 
meet the deficiency in income of the fund for the Bishop’s salary, and to 
repay the amounts temporarily borrowed from the capital of the fund. The 
Trustees, however, call the attention of the Convention to the continued 
insufficiency of the income of the fund to meet the salary pledged to the 
Bishop, and they therefore recommend to the Convention the adoption of the 
following resolution : j 

Resolved, That the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund be and they are hereby 
authorized to assess the Parishes of the Diocese at the rate of one per cent, 
upon the salaries paid to the Clergy, for the purpose of raising the moneys 
needed for the Episcopal Fund, in lieu of the collections provided for by 
Canon. 

The Trustees of the fund also report to the Convention the investment by 
them of a portion of the fund in eleven first mortgage bonds of the Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis Railway Company, St. Louis Division, and of 
a portion of the Residence Fund in four bonds of the same railway, and ask 
the approval of the Convention of such investment, and for such purpose 
recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund Jhaving reported the 
investment by them of a portion of the funds in their control in the bonds of 
the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis Railway Company, this Con- - 
vention hereby approves of such action and investment on the part of the 
Trustees of the Episcopal Fund.

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Report 


OF THE NEW YORK PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION 
SOCIETY, 


This Sixty-third Annual Report of the Protestant Episcopal City Mission 
Society is made by me at the request of the Rev. George F, Nelson, who was 
elected Superintendent of the Society on May 24, while, at the same date, I 
was appointed its General Agent. Several changes have also been made in its 
staff, making the number fourteen. This has been rendered necessary by the 
growing nature of its work. Great gratitude is due, and here expressed, to 
the parishes in the city, for their generous contributions in the past year to the 
work of this society. We would bespeak not only a continuance of the same, 
but an increase, if possible, on account of the unceasingly extending nature of 
the work. The plan of the Executive Committee has always been to apportion 
its yearly expenditures upon the basis of the last year’s contributions, and we 
thank God, and our brethren of the clergy and laity, that no appeal of ours 
for help in this important work has gone without the most generous and cheer- 
ful response. This is one of the most delightful of our experiences in the 
work, and the kind words of many a Rector, commending our labors to his con- 
gregation, are recollections which we shall cherish to the last day of our life, 
while the uniform generosity of the laity, sometimes munificent in its amount, 
marks the deep interest the people of this city take in its poor and outcast and 
suffering population. ‘The work of this Society in some aspects is familiar to 
all, and yet there are many new departures which are full of interest and 
suggestion. St. Barnabas’ House continues its beneficent work, with its kin- 
dergarten and day nursery and baby shelter, and care for the homeless and 
hungry. This admirable institution is full of vigorous life, dispensing the 
sweetest influences, and sending peace and joy into many discouraged homes. 
The statistics given at the end of this Report will show the enormous influ- 
ence of this part of our work in a very destitute portion of the city. A new 
enterprise has been the opening of a Sunday-school in St. Barnabas’ Chapel, 
and the attempt to bring in outsiders to the Sunday services. In order to 
compass this end we have gone to the tenement-house region, hoping they 
will come to us. Not only in connection with St. Barnabas’, but with other of 
our chapels, are we encouraged to try an experiment. The residents of sev- 
eral tenement houses have been interested, and the plan proposed to them of 
holding services in their rooms and court-yards has been eagerly welcomed. 
Most emphatic, as regards the utility and possibility of such new missionary 
work, has been the commendation of the highest police officials. While upon 
the subject of our Mission Chapel work, I may mention the Chapel of the 
Messiah, Ninety-fifth Street and Third Avenue, the Chapel of Christ the Con- 
soler, in connection with Bellevue Hospital, the Chapel of the Good Shepherd, 
on Blackwell’s Island, St. Ambrose’s Chapel, corner of Prince and Thompson, 
and the Chapel of God’s Providence Mission, in Broome Street, all of which 
are familiar toyou by name. The last of these mentioned is a building erected 
by the munificence of one lady, and contains every convenience for parochial, 
missionary, and charitable work. Situated in ‘the very heart of the Jewish 
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region of the city, where the children overrun the tenement into the side- 
walk and the sidewalk into the street, where every language is spoken, every 
vice is met with, and every smell abounds, it is not too much to say that no 
oasis in the desert is sweeter to the traveller than this well-placed and well- 
equipped chapel, in the heart of darkest New York. Happy is the name it 
bears—God’s Providence Mission—for a good providence gave it birth, and it 
will be a good providence to those who enter its doors. St. Ambrose’s Chapel 
has taken a new lease of usefulness, in the acquisition of a Parish House next 
door, and in the beautifying of the old house of worship. The Chapel of the 
Good Shepherd, on Blackhwell’s Island, is a familiar name to many, but some- 
how or other there is something new in the prolific influence for good which it 
ever exerts among the aged and feeble folk who frequent its services, and few 
sights are more calculated to touch one’s sympathy with the work the City 
Mission is doing than the spectacle afforded at the last visitation of the Bishop, 
when many of the candidates were carried up on stretchers to the chancel, and 
laid down there at their own request. 

Another phase of our work is among the Public Institutions. Fourteen or 
fifteen thousand persons are continually to be found in the public hospitals, to 
whom our Missionaries carry the sweet tidings of Christ’s religion, There are ~ 
the insane, as in Ward’s Island Hospital, which, with the depot at Islip, contains 
4,000 patients ; the epileptics, oa Blackwell’s Island; the semi-idiot or feeble- 
minded, as on Randall’s Island ; the emergency or accident cases, as in the 
Harlem Hospital, and the great unclassified tide of wretchedness which sweeps 
through the gates of Bellevue, or the Homceopathic or the City Hospital. Each 
of these has a representative from the Society, with weekly and Sunday 
services, a chapel more or less ornate, frequent celebrations of the Holy Com- 
munion, a choir, often composed of the nurses and doctors of the institution, 
entertainments to relieve the ennui of sickness, concerts, magic-lantern exhibi- 
tions, and lectures, a continual round of works of mercy, which go more than 
they are credited to the salvation of body as well as soul. 

Then we come to a still further phase of the work of the Society, namely, 
Prison Work. New York is well provided with prisons, though I hear they 
are going to build another one. New York is equally well provided with 
people to fill these prisons. Counting in all causes, 82,000 people yearly are 
sent to prison. Ifa man is well off, even in prison he can feel the influence of 
wealth ; but if he is poor, the cup of his misery runs over. And the Mis- 
sionary to whom he pours out his sorrow, to whom he clings in the absence of 
all else, who has words of kindness and cheer, is an angel of mercy indeed. 
Boys, girls, men, and women, all those 82,000, as far as we are able, without 
distinction of creed, we are laboring to help. With reference to boys and 
girls, the Governors of the House of Refuge, Randall’s Island, early in the 
year made overtures to us to arrange for the regular services of one of our Mis- 
sionaries at this institution. It is needless to comment upon the almost im- 
measurable opportunity offered at this reformatory, where are confined about 
500 boys and 80 girls, to influence for good these young persons who have been 
committed by magistrates for all kinds of offences, and sometimes for nothing 
more heinous than a fondness for a roving life. 

Soon after the Trinity ordinations a young deacon was sent to this place ; 
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and that the experiment is working towards a successful issue is evident from 
the interest shown by the boys and girls in him, and the commendation of the 
Board of Governors and the Superintendent of the institution. The service in 
the Penitentiary on Blackwell’s Island is a most impressive scene. The service 
in the Tombs on Sunday afternoon, with its 8300 men behind grated cells, listen- 
ing to the preacher’s voice, and joining lustily in the hymns, teaches one some- 
thing about human nature we did not suspect, And as with these prisons, so 
with all the others—frequent services, well-trained choirs of prisoners or volun- 
teers, cell to cell visitation, and all the nameless acts of kindness which a man 
who is locked up can expect and receive from a man who is free. And besides 
this strictly clerical work, the Society has a most efficient visitor,who soon dis- 
covers the difference between the old-timer and the girl whose first offence 
has brought her there, and the result is that hundreds, who would have soon 
become professional criminals, have been given another chance ere too late, 
and sent home to parents or friends to ‘‘ go and sin no more!” In this part of 
our work every assistance is cordially rendered to this lady, not only by the 
judges and court officers, but by the police as well. 

No city in the world presents such opportunities for mission work as New 
York, from the polyglot nature of its population. The immigrant of to-day is 
not the same as the immigrant of twenty or thirty years ago. He is in our 
days largely drawn from the lower stratum of European society. Before the 
days of steam navigation a considerable degree of courage and enterprise was 
required to induce a man to break up from his old home and associations and 
seek an uncertain future in an unknown land. The mere sea voyage in asmall 
sailing-vessel, with its attendant dangers, sufficed to keep the faint-hearted 
from contemplating so risky an undertaking. Those who did emigrate were, 
therefore, likely to be the strongest and most energetic—the very ones most 
fitted to grapple with the hardships of life in the New World. But now any 
man, unless he be a pauper, can obtain the paltry sum necessary to buy a 
steerage passage to New York, and if he cannot, the chances are that he is so 
undesirable a character that it is worth while for the community to raise the 
sum to get rid of him. This is a problem especially before the New York 
City Mission Society, and to meet which it is ever devising new plans. Day 
nurseries, kindergartens, and Sunday-school]s will place the children of these 
immigrants under good influences. Industrial schools will teach the girls to 
be useful and self-supporting ; cooking schools, to be provident, economical, 
and efficient housekeepers. The boys should have similar training as artisans 
and mechanics. In this way the foundation for a better class of men and 
women will be laid, and thrift, cleanliness, and Christianity will be taught to 
the children. Liberal provision has been made this year for the recreation of 
children in the country during the heated season. Children were sent to 
Greenwich, Conn., Lake Mohegan, N. Y., and to other parts of the country. 

The Society hails with satisfaction the election of Rev. C. C. Tiffany, D.D., 
as Archdeacon of New York. For a long time a member of its Executive 
Committee and Committee of Direction, the wisdom and kindly nature which 
has been felt in the Society’s councils in the past will especially be welcomed 
in the higher functions which he will in future occupy in relation to its 
interests. A report of this Society would be most incomplete without a refer- 
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ence to the almost crushing blow it has sustained in the loss of Mr. J. H. Boyn- 
ton, its late Treasurer and General Agent. To him, more than to any one, 
is owing the solid basis upon which the City Mission Society now stands. A 
business man of rare capacity, a perfect gentleman, and a deyout Christian, 
he has left a vacancy in our midst, to which the numerous tributes of respect 
from every quarter bear eloquent witness. 

Neither can we pass in silence the names of those identified with us as 
regular subscribers, or who have been associated with us as helpers in our 
work, who have been called away to their reward. 

Upon this honored roll we inscribe the names of George P. Clapp, Miss 
Julia A. De Rham, Mr. George Kemp, Mrs. Lispenard Stewart, and Mrs. 
Eugene Keteltas. 

In conclusion I would emphasize the fact that without your hearty support 
and the very generous contributions from tle parishes of this diocese, the 
Society will be hampered in carrying to a successful issue the enlarged work 
which it has undertaken. . 

The sum of $75,000 would be none too large for its purposes, and even with 
this amount of money in hand the Society would, at the end of this year, be 
asking for more. 

May the blessings of God rest upon the work, upon those who give to sup- 
port it, and upon those who receive its ministrations !

The order of the day for three o’clock, the consideration of the 
communication from the Federate Council with reference to the pro- 
posed Act of Incorporation, being called, Mr. John A. Beall offered 
the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the consideration of the proposed Act for the Incorporation 


of Churches be postponed until to-morrow, immediately after divine service, 
and that the proposed Act be printed for the use of Convention. 


The motion not being adopted, Mr. Delano C. Calvin offered the 
following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Act for the Incorporation of Churches, as read by the 
Secretary, be, and the same is hereby approved and adopted by this Convention. 

Mr. John A. Beall moved to amend the last sentence of Sub- 
section 9 of the proposed Act so as to read : 

‘At every regularly called meeting of the vestry, the rector and each 
churchwarden and vestryman shall be entitled to one vote.” 

The proposed amendment was adopted, and the resolution as 
presented by Mr. Calvin was adopted by a vote by orders. 


An Act 


TO AMEND CHAPTER 7 OF THE LAWS OF 1801, 


As RE-ENACTED BY CHAPTER 60 OF THE REVISED LAW ENACTED IN 1818, 
AND COMMONLY KNOWN AS CHAPTER 60 OF THE LAws OF 1813, 
ENTITLED ‘‘AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE INCORPORATION OF RELIG- 
IOUS SOCIETIES.” 


The People of the State of New York, represented in the Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : + 

Section 1 of Chapter 60 of the Revised Laws of 1813, entitled: ‘‘An act to 
provide for the incorporation of religious societies,” as amended by Chapter 803 
of the Laws of 1868, and by Chapter 98 of the Laws of 1886, is hereby further 
amended so as to read as follows : 


5 
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1. It shall be lawful for not less than six men of full] age, belonging to any 
church or congregation in communion with the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
this State, not already incorporated, to meet for the purpose of incorporating 
themselves under this act. 


2. A notice of such meeting, specifying its object and the time and place 
thereof, shall be made public for at least two weeks prior to such meeting, 
either by open reading of such notice in time of divine service at, or by posting 
the same conspicuously on the outer door of, the church or place of worship 
where such congregation are in the habit of meeting. 


3. The officiating minister, or, if there be none, or he shall be necessarily 
absent, any otber person cailed to the chair, shall preside at such meeting, and 
shall receive the votes. 


4. The persons entitled to vote at such meeting shall be men of full age, 
belonging to the church or congregation, qualified as follows, and none other ; 
those who have been baptized, or who have been regular contributors to the 
support of the said church for twelve months next prior to such meeting. 


5. The persons so qualified shall, at such meeting, by a majority of votes, 
determine : 


First, The name or title by which such church or congregation shall be 
known in law. 


Second, What number of vestrymen, either three, six, or nine, shall, 
together with the rector, if there be one, and the two churchwardens, con- 
stitute the vestry of the church. 


Third, And shall, by a majority of votes, elect two churclwardens and 
the number of vestrymen that are to be elected, and the churchwardens 
and vestrymen so elected shall serve until the next regular election, on such 
day in the week after the first Sunday in Advent as may be designated in the 
Act of Incorporation, and until others are elected in their steaa,. 


6. The polls shall continue open for one hour, and longer, in the discretion 
of the presiding officer, or if required by a vote of a majority of voters present. 


7. The presiding officer, together with two other persons present and 
voting, shall make a certificate, under their hands, of 


First, The churchwardens and vestrymen so elected. 


Second, The number of vestrymen, either three, six, or nine, so determined © 
upon, to constitute part of the vestry. 


Third, The name or title by which such church or congregation shall be 
known in law ; which certificate being duly acknowledged, or the execution 
thereof being duly proven before any officer authorized to take the acknowl- 
edgment or proofs of deeds, or conveyances of real estate, to be recorded in 
the county where the church or place of worship of such congregation shall be 
situated, shall be recorded by the clerk of such county, or by the officer whose 
duty it is, or may hereafter be made, to record such instruments in the county 
in which such church or place of worship may be situated, in a book to be by 
him kept for that purpose. 


8. The churchwardens and vestrymen so elected, and their successors in 
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office, together with the rector, when there is one, shall form a vestry, and 
shall be the trustees of such church or congregation; and they and their suc- 
cessors shall thereupon, by virtue of this act, bea body corporate, by the name 
or title expressed in such certificate. 


9. Immediately after the Advent election in any parish connected with the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, hereafter incorporated, or any parish heretofore 
incorporated, which shall in the manner hereinafter provided decide to adopt 
the provisions of this act, with reference to the number or the classification of 
its churchwardens and vestrymen, the churchwardens shall be divided by lot 
into two classes, numbered one and two, and the term of office of the church- 
warden of the first class shall expire at the end of the first year, and that of the 
churchwarden of the second class at the end of the second year. The vestry- 
men shall be divided into three classes, numbered one, two, and three, and the 
term of office of the members of the first class shall expire at the end of the 
first year, those of the second class at the end of the second year, and those of 
the third class at the end of the third year, At all subsequent annual elec- 
tions one churchwarden and the number of vestrymen so determined shall 
be elected. The notice required by law to be given for the annual election of 
a churchwarden and vestrymen shall specify the names of the persons whose 
terms shall expire, and whose places are to be filled at such election. The 
churchwardens and vestrymen chosen at the said election shall hold their 
offices until the expiration of the term for which they shall have been chosen, 
and until others are chosen in their stead ; and shall have power, subject to 
the canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, to elect a 
rector to such church or congregation as often as there shall be a vacancy 
therein, and to fix his salary or compensation. At every regularly called meet- 
ing of the vestry the rector and each churchwarden and vestryman shall be 
entitled to one vote. 


10. On such day in the week after the first Sunday in Advent in each year, 
as may be designated in the Act of Incorporation, the men qualified to vote in 
every congregation of the Protestant Episcopal Church in this State, hereafter 
incorporated, or being already incorporated, that shall in the manner herein- 
after provided decide to adopt the provisions of this act with reference to the 
time for holding its annual elections, shall elect a churchwarden or wardens 
and vestrymen in the place of the churchwarden or wardens and vestrymen 
whose term shall expire at the end of such year or shall have already expired. 


11. The persons entitled to vote at such annual election shall be men of full 
age belonging to the church or congregation, who have been regular attendants 
and contributors to the support of the parish or congregation for not less than 
twelve months next prior to such meeting. 


12. No person shall be eligible for office as warden who is not a man of 
full age and a communicant ; or as vestryman who is not a man of full age, 
and baptized. 


13. Notice shall be given of such election by the rector, or if there be none, 
or he shall be absent, by the officiating minister or by a churchwarden, on the 
two Sundays next preceding such election, in the time of divine service, and if 
for any reason the church or place of worship be not open for divine service, 
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the notice shall be given by posting it conspicuously on the outer doof of the 
church or place of worship, for two weeks previous to the election. 


14. Whenever a vacancy in the vestry so constituted shall happen, by death 
or otherwise, the vestry shall have power, at any recular meeting, to fill such 
vacancy, until the next annual meeting. 


15. The notice of any annual election shall specify the place, day, and hour 
of holding the same. The poll shall continue open for one hour, or longer, in 
the discretion of the presiding officer, or if required by a vote of the majority 
of voters present, and the presiding officer, together with two other persons 
present and voting, shall make a certificate under their hands of the officers so 
elected. 

16. The annual election shall be immediately after morning service, and at 
such elections the rector, or if there be none, or he be absent, one of the church- 
wardens, selected for the purpose by a majority of the duly qualified voters 
present, or if no warden be present, a vestryman, selected in like manner, shall 
preside and receive the votes of the electors, and be the returning officer ; and 
shall enter the proceedings in the book of the minutes of the vestry, and sign 
his name thereto, and offer the same to as many electors present as he shall 
think fit, to be by them also signed and certified. 


17. No meeting of the vestry shall be held unless three days’ notice thereof 
sha]l be given in writing, personally or by mail, under the hand of the rector, 
or if there be no rector, or he be incapable of acting, by one of the church- 
wardens ; except that, for the first meeting after an election, twenty-four hours’ 
notice shall be sufficient; and no such meeting shall be competent to transact 
any business unless the rector, if there be one, and at least one of the church- 
wardens, and a majority of the vestrymen be present. When both wardens are 
present, if it shall be necessary for the purpose of constituting a quorum, one of 
the wardens may be counted as a vestryman. But if the rector be absent from 
the diocese, and shal! have been so absent for over four calendar months, or 
if the meeting has been called by the rector and he be absent therefrom, 
or if he be incapable of acting, the vestry shall be competent to transact all 
business, if there be present one churchwarden and a majority of the ves- 
trymen, except that in the absence of the rector, if there be one, no measure 
shall be taken for effecting a sale or disposition of the real property, nor may 
any sale or disposition of the capital or principal of the personal estate of 
such corporation be made, nor any act done, which shall impair the rights 
of such rector. 

.; 18. The rector, if there be one and he be present, and if not, then the church- 
warden present, or if both the churchwardens be present, then the church war- 
den who shall be called to the chair by a majority of votes, shall preside at 

every meeting of the vestry, and have the casting vote. 


19." Whenever any parish, organized under the provisions of this act, shall 
deem it for the interest of such corporation to change the number of its vestry- 
men, it shall be lawful for such co: poration to change the same, provided that 
the number of such vestrymen shall thereby be made either three, six, or nine. 
And in order to effect such change, the same shall be authorized and approved 
by the vestry at a regular meeting thereof ; and shall then at the next stated 
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annual election for wardens and vestrymen be submitted to, and ratified by, a 
majority of the votes of all the qualified voters voting at such election. Notice 
of such proposed change, and that the same will be submitted for ratification 
at such election, shall be given at the same time and in the same manner as is 
required for notice of the said election. If such change be thus ratified, a cer- 
tificate shall be made, setting forth the resolution of the vestry, and the pro- 
ceedings to ratify the same, together with the fact that the notice required has 
been given ; which certificate shall be acknowledged or proved and recorded 
in the same manner as is required for the original certificate of organization ; 
and thereupon the number of vestrymen to constitute a part of the vestry of 
such corporation shall be such as shall be fixed by the proceedings to effect 
such change. But such change shall not take effect or be operative until the 
certificate above mentioned shall have been duly recorded. 


20. Any church in communion with the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
this State, heretofore incorporated under any general law of this State, or by 
any special charter now in force, may adopt the provisions of this act as to the 
time for holding its annual elections, or as to the qualifications of voters, or as 
to the number or the classification or qualifications of its churchwardens and 
vestrymen, provided the vestry of such church shall, by a vote at a regular 
meeting, determine to adopt the same, and such vote shall, at the next ensuing 
stated annual election for wardens and vestrymen, be submitted to and ratified 
by a majority of the qualified voters pre-ent, and a certificate of such submis- 
sion and ratification, signed by the presiding officer, together with two other 
persons present and voting, being duly acknowledged, or the execution thereof 
duly proven, before an officer authorized to take acknowledgment of deeds, 
shall be recorded in the office of the clerk of the county in which the church 
or corporation may be situated, or, where the laws of the State so provide, in 
the office of the Register. 


21. The provisions of this act shall apply to citizens of this State, belonging 
to any church or congregation in communion with the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in this State, whose church or place of worship is situated outside of 
this’'State and in a country the laws of which do not in terms provide for the 
incorporation of such church or congregation, except that in every such case 
the certificate provided for by the seventh subdivision of this section may be 
executed before any officer authorized to take acknowledgments or proof of 
conveyances of real estate to be recorded in the City and County of New York, 
and shall be recorded in the City and County of New York in the manner 
required when the church or place of worship is situated in the City of New 
York. 

22. The third section of Chapter 47 of the Laws of 1826, entitled ‘‘ An act to 
amend an act entitled ‘An act to provide for the incorporation of religious 
societies,’” passed April 5, 1818, shal) not apply to any church or congrega- 
tion in connection with the Protestant Episcopal Church in this State. 

23. All acts, and parts of acts, inconsistent with the provisions of this act 
are hereby repealed. 


24. This act shall take effect immediately.

The Committee on Canons, to whom was referred so much of the Bishop’s 
Address as relates to titular designations of the clergy. beg leave to report 
that while the Bishop’s suggestion in regard to the use of the terms Vicar and 
Curate commends itself to their judgment, they think it inexpedient to formu- 
late any canon until opportunity is had for some further information in regard 
to the usages of parishes, iu some of which there are special charters designat- 
ing titles. They therefore recommend that the further consideration of the 
subject be postponed to the next Convention of the Diocese.

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The Trustees again call the attention of the Convention to the condition of 
the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund in their charge. The amount of the allow- 
ances for one year is about $8,000, while the share of the collections and dona- 
tions applicable to this fund have amounted during the past year only to 
$3,200. It is obvious that the allowances must be immediately reduced over 
fifty per cent., unless the clergy of the Diocese take more active steps to 
increase the Thanksgiving collections and to call the special attention of their 
congregations to the objects of the Fund. 

The Trustees announce with regret the death of Mr. George Montague, 
who has been a Trustee of this fund and its Treasurer since 1881. His deep 
interest in the objects of the corporation, his kindly sympathy with the many 
beneficiaries, his able management of the finances, and the self-sacrifice with 
which he devoted his time and energies to his duties as Treasurer will make it 
difficult to supply his place.

Rev. THomMAS R. HARRis, D.D., 

Dear Sir; You will receive to-day, through Mr. John H. Hewson, our chair- 
man, the report of the Trustees of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund for sub- 
mission to the Convention. . 

You will doubtless remember that the Canon relating to the Widows’ and 
Orphans’ Fund, and the Life Insurance Fund, originally provided that the 
Thanksgiving collections should be divided equally between these two funds. 
About the year 1889 the Canon was changed so as to allow the entire Thanks-. 
giving collections to be given to the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, and this con- 
tinued until last year, when the Life Insurance Fund was very short of money, 
and the Trustees recommended in their report that the Thanksgiving collections 
should again be divided between the two funds. It was my impression, until 
last night, that the change made last year was only a temporary one, applying 
simply to Jast year’s Thanksgiving collections, but, on looking over the Journal 
of the Convention, I find that the Canon itself was changed, and that, if no 
further action be taken, we shall be obliged to divide the Thanksgiving collec- 
tions of this year between the two funds. None of the Trustees remembered 
this when the report was prepared and approved, and for this reason the report 
itself assumes that the entire collection of this year is to go to the Widows’ 
and Orphans’ Fund. I have not had time to consult with any others of the 
Trustees, but it is very important that the Convention should take some action 
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which will permit us to use the whole of the Thanksgiving collections of this 
year for the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund. We have enough money on hand, 


with prospective legacies, to pay this year’s allowances for the Life Insurance 
Funda, 

Can you not secure the passage of a resolution suspending the Canon for this 
year and permitting the appropriation of the entire Thanksgiving collections 
to the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund? We do not want the Canon changed 
from its present form, because, under.normal circumstances, the collections 
should be divided between the two funds, and the change in the Canon 
requires many formalities. If, however, a change in the Canon is imperative, 
I think it would be wise to change it so as to permit the Convention, each year, 
upon the recommendation of the Trustees, to designate the fund, or funds, to: 
which the Thanksgiving collections of that year shall be appropriated. If this 
be done, there should also be a designation for this year of the Widows’ and 
Orphans’ Fund as the recipient of this year’s collections.

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PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO CANON IX, 


Amend Canon IX. by adding the following: The mode of conducting the 
nominations and elections of the Standing Committee, the Deputies and Pro- 
visional Deputies to the General Convention, and Deputies to the Federate 
Council, shall be as follows : 

Any member of the Convention may send to the Secretary, in writing, on or 
before the first day of the meeting thereof, nominations, signed by himself, for 
the Standing Committee, for Clerical and Lay Deputies and Provisional Depu- 
ties to the General Convention, and for members of the Federate Council. All 
names so sent in shall be reported to the Convention by the Secretary at the 
beginning of the second day’s session, in the form of a ballot on which the 
names shall be arranged in alphabetical order. After each list of nominations 
as many blank spaces shall be left as there are vacancies to be filled. These 
blanks may be filled by any voter. The voter shall] mark an X at the right 
of the name of each person for-whom he votes. On the first ballot these ballots 
only shall be used, and also in all subsequent ballots, except when otherwise 
ordered by the Convention. No ballot shall be counted on which more names 
are marked than there are vacancies to be filled, and the number of vacancies 
to be filled shall be printed on each ballot. 

The Secretary shall provide a board, to be hung up in a conspicuous place, 
near the entrance to the Convention, on which shall be posted the nominations 
so received, and also the names of the present members of the Standing 
Committee, Deputies and Provisional Deputies to General Convention, and 
Deputies to the Federate Council; and these names shall also be printed on the 
back of the ballot provided by the Secretary. 


After some discussion the proposed amendment was adopted by 
a unanimous vote of both orders. 


On motion of the Archdeacon of Orange the Convention resolved 
to sit as the Board of Missions on reassembling after recess to-day.

The Secretary presented and read the followmeg report:

OF THE SECRETARY OF CONVENTION, 


The Secretary respectfully reports, that during the past year he has 
attended as usual to all the detail work of his office, recording in the register 
all certificates of clergy received into the Diocese, appointed to cures, and 
transferred to other Dioceses. 

In accordance with the instructions of Convention, he has attended to the 
printing and distribution of the Journal, 

Under his direction a committee, consisting of the Rev. Dr. Krans, the Rev. 
Lewis G. Cameron, and Mr. A. R. Searles, assigned by lot the seats to all 
parishes in union with Convention, and the Secretary communicated the notice 
of such assignment immediately to each parish. 

At the request of the Bishop he prepared a paper for the ‘‘ Churchman,” call- 
ing attention to the amendment to the Canons adopted last year, which requires 
the register of all defunct parishes to be deposited with the Bishop, and also 

giving a full list of all such parishes within the limits of this city. He regrets 

to say, that so far this article has been the means of securing only one such 
register, that of Emmanuel Church, of which the Rev. Dr. Leonard was the 
last rector, but he hopes by personal correspondence to secure several others. 

At the last Convention a resolution was adopted changing the date of the 
parochial reports from September to May. This suggested to your Secretary 
the possibility of issuing the Journal at a much earlier date than usual, pro- 
vided the clergy would only coéperate with him by forwarding their reports 
to the Secretary in season to allow of their compilation and tabulation before 
Convention. Thanks to the kindness of his brethren, all but six or seven of the 
reports have been received, and are now in the hands of the printer ; while the 
larger part of them is already set up. It gives your Secretary great satisfac- 
tion to add that his contract with the printer provides that the Journal shall 
be ready for distribution by the lst day of November. All of which is respect-

owe a debt of the deepest gratitude. 


The Convention adjourned to sit as the Board of Missions. 


The Rev. Dr. Satterlee presented the following report : 


Report 


OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS, 


The Board of Managers of Diocesan Missions respectfully report as follows =: 

Everything that has life must grow, and the Board of Diocesan Missions 
will find very encouraging signs of growth in the missionary work of this Diocese 
during the past year. 

The Archdeacon of Dutchess reports successful work carried on in eight 
stations, for the most part by those missionaries who have been laboring in the 
same fields as heretofore. Notwithstanding the irreparable loss of Archdeacon 
Ziegenfuss, the work is going on with a success which, under the circum- 
stances, could hardly be expected. At St. Thomas’, Amenia Union, the Rev. 
Mr. Boardman is patiently doing a good work in a difficult place. At Lithgow 
the prospect is brighter than it has been for years. At Millbrook, the parish, 
under the Rey. Mr, Pickells, is rapidly approaching a self-supporting basis. At 
Hopewell, a neat chapel stands free from debt, and now needs a resident mis- 
sionary. At Glenham, the Rev. Mr. Pitman, having recovered from a’prolonged 
illness, is now working with an enthusiasm which elsewhere would produce 
great results, and in addition to his other labors conducts service at Low Point. 
on Sunday afternoons. At Pine Plains, the Rev. Mr. Grubbe has recently suc- 
ceeded the Rev. Mr. Weikert, and at Pleasant Valley the Rev. Mr. Arnold is 
building up the parish well. At Titusville, as the mills have been closed, no 
services are held. Dover Plains is at present vacant, and services are supplied 
by our Lay Reader, Mr. Burdick, in addition to very successful and difficult. 
work he is doing at Stone House, and for which he cannot be too highly praised.. 

The Archdeacon of Orange reports that services are maintained in the same 
missionary stations that were last reported, and that, in addition, new fields 
have been occupied, during the summer, at Central Valley, Liberty, and Long 
Eddy. It is another source of encouragement to know that two church build- 
ings have been completed, the one at Mead’s Mount and the other at Big Indian 
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Valley, in the Catskills. Through various sources the fund for an itinerant 
missionary has now reached $800 ; $1,000 will be needed, and $200 besides, 
for travelling expenses. When this $400 is raised the missionary will be sent 
forth, and the result of this long-contemplated plan cannot but be crowned 
with succexs. Never was the missionary outlook of the Archdeaconry brighter. 
In spite of the hard times, obligations and pledges have been faithfully met, 
and no debt has been incurred. 

The Archdeacon of Richmond reports that there are some changes in the 
missionary staff. No new places have been occupied on Staten Island, but 
there is a steady growth in the character of the work. The Mission at Eras- 
tina has been maintained by the Rev. Edward Bell, and efforts are being made 
to render it a self-supporting parish. The work at Tottenville and Prince’s 
Bay is successful and encouraging, especially at the latter place, where an 
independent parish church ought to stand in the near future. At Eltingville 
and Concord changes have taken place. The report of the Rev. Mr. Hum- 
phries in the latter field shows that the congregations and Sunday-school are 
increasing. Services have been regularly held by the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew, from Christ and St. Paul’s churches, in the County Jail and the Alms- 
house. The Treasurer’s report shows that, owing to the hard times, the 
apportionments have not been paid with the usual promptness. 

The Archdeacon of Westchester, after giving a list of twenty-five mission- 
ary stations which are supplied chiefly by missionaries, but in one or two cases 
by rectors of parishes, reports that the work is being carried on quietly and is 
marked by vigor and hopefulness. There are three places, however, which, 
from their present inability to help themselves, might be characterized as 
missions of forlorn hope. Yet, in each of them, souls are being cared for and 
property of more or less value is being protected until a better day dawns. 
Even in these there are signs of encouragement.. Lewisboro, for example, is 
gradually, according to the report of its missionary, becoming an annex to 
Ridgefield. Picturesque sites are being bought up and built up, and the mis- 
sionary inter2st is slowly reviving. Encumbrances of $2,500 have been lifted, 
and $300 have been spent on the rectory. There is a stone church at South 
Salem ; a commodious rectory, with an adjoining chapel, at Lewisboro, with a 
glebe of fifty acres of land, and $2,000 in the treasury for the erection of a new 
church. As an offset to this there is a debt of $1,250 to the Church Building 
Fund Commission, and when this is raised the old parish, established one hun- 
dred and twenty-three years ago, will once more stand ona firm footing. The 
chapel at Lake Mahopac meets its own expenses, besides paying the travelling 
expenses of the missionary to the neighboring missions at Kent Cliffs and 
Richardville. All the other expenses at the latter places, except those of 
lighting and heating the chapels, are met by the general treasury ; yet large as 
is the expenditure, the work is too valuable to be slighted. The Rev. Frank 
Heartfield has begun a very successful work at several mission stations, in 
which he is ably a-sisted by the Rev. Mr. Meldrum. And the Rev. Mr. 
Masker is laboring in a difficult field at the old parish of St. Luke’s, Haver- 
straw, where the building has been put in excellent repair, and the attendance 
at both Church and Sunday-school is encouraging, The Archdeaconry have 
leased the property known as the ‘‘ Worthington Memorial Chapel,” in the

Sawmill Valley, from the Trustees of the Diocese, and will provide services 
there for the neighborhood. Westches‘er County is the part of the Areh- 
deaconry that is most rapidly filling up with people; hamlets and villages are 
increasing, and as the work of the Archdeaconry grows its needs correspond- 
ingly increase. 

The Treasurer of the Board reports that all this work has been very inade- 
quately supported by the parishes of the Diocese, and tells us that now, at the end 
of the Convention year, there are not only no funds on hand for the payment 
of the stipends of our several missionaries on the 1st of October next, but that 
there is an actual deficit in the treasury at the present time of $500. The 
Bishop, as usual, has shown his interest, and has procured contributions amount- 
ing to over $1,000, but even this sum, which ought to have been distributed to 
the several Archdeacons to reimburse them for the outlay of money to which 
they were subjected in the conduct of their work, was absorbed by the general 
fund, without, as we have seen, being sufficient to fill the need. It will be 
remembered that, at the last meeting of the Board of Missions, a year ago, the 
sum of $17,000 was voted for the missionary work of the several Archdeacon- 
ries ; which amount was to be obtained from the parishes by apportionment. As 
a matter of fact, only $11,000, or two-thirds of that $17,000, was thus 1ai-ed 
during the past year. This is wholly inadequate to meet the demands of the 
work, and your committee are convinced that our various parishes do not realize, 
on the one hand, the very great importance of this Home Missionary responsi- 
bility of our own Diocese, and, on the other, the very serious embarrassment 
that is brought about by their failure to meet their apportionment of the amount 
that was voted at the last meeting of the Board. It isnot too much tosay that 
this deficit of $6,000 means disheartenmeut and paralysis, to a large extent, in 
the work of each Archdeaconry, and especially in those rural districts where, 
owing to the scattered population, it is so difficult to raise the necessary funds. 
The Board of Managers earnestly requests a renewal of the appropriation of 
$17,000 for the ensuing year. F

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TREASURER’S REPORT. , 


The Treasurer of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese of New York, 
in presenting his annual report, cannot avoid the expression of his great 
disappointment at the result of his year’s work. The Bishop, as usual, has 
shown his interest, and has procured a contribution of over $1,000, which 
sum ought to have been distributed to the several Archdeacons to reimburse 
them for the outlays of money to which they were subjected in the conduct 
of their work; this sum, however, was absorbed by the general fund, which 
still remains $500 in debt, with no provision made for the stipends due to the 
Missionaries on the 1st of October next. 

We all know that the times have been bad; incomes have been reduced, 
and it has been a hard struggle with many to meet even current expeuses ; 
and yet the Missionary work of the Diocese has gone on, and gone on with 
most encouraging results, Must we now curtail it? We need $3,000 by the 
1st of October to place the fund free of debt. At all events, we ought to 
receive $2,500, in order to meet the stipends due the Missionaries at that date. 
We all know the great importance of the Missionary work carried on in our 
Diocese, and the Treasurer cannot altogether abandon the hope that this 
plain statement of the condition of our fund will meet with a hearty and 
generous response in supplying the deficiency.

Almost all the buildings of the Seminary have been built within the last 
fifteen years, and present an appearance which is not excelled by any institu- 
tion of learning. 

They are suitable for their purpose, and afford comfort for all who reside in 
them or have duties to perform. 

_ Also, the Committee are happy to report great progress in the ability to give 
instruction in theology. There are two professors added to the Faculty.

Also, the Rev. Dr. Riley has been appointed Adjunct Professor of Pastoral 
Theology in order to divide the work in that department, which is too extensive 
to be performed by one man.

A review of our Diocesan history for a year includes, first of 
all, a record of its personal losses and gains, and in connection with 
our own losses, as you know, it has been, from the beginning, the 
custom here to make a record’ of those other losses, which, through 
the common tie of the Episcopate, befall this Diocese with her 
sisters throughout the land. These last, happily, have, during the 
past year, been exceptionally few in number, two members only of 
the House of Bishops, the late Bishops of North Carolina and 
Olympia, having been called away during that time. Bishop 
Lyman’s death, as you will remember, occurred almost immediately 
after he had celebrated the twentieth anniversary of his consecra- 
tion ; and the record of his arduous service, both at home and as, 
for a time, the Bishop in charge of Foreign Churches, is doubtless 
fresh in the recollection of those to whom I speak. The Rt. 
Rey. Dr. John A. Paddock was for some time a presbyter in what 
was once the Diocese of New York, as rector of St. Peter’s Church, 
Brooklyn; and, since then, Bishop of Washington, and later, of 
Olympia ; and his faithful and unsparing services will long be re- 
membered by his flock, as will his simple, modest, and transparent’ 
Christian manhood by his attached brethren. Besides Bishop 
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Lyman and Bishop Paddock, our Church in this land has lost the 
Rt. Rev. Dr. Horatio Southgate, at one time Missionary Bishop of 
Constantinople; and later, for many years, the Rector of Zion 
Church in this city. How dim and vague to most of us is the story 
of that well-intentioned, but not very wise creation of an American- 
Constantinopolitan Episcopate! It is an interesting illustration of 
the growth of an intelligent appreciation of the relation of the 
EKastern and Western Churches, that even a Presbyterian would 
not think of making such a blunder now. ‘‘ Our effort,” said the 
able and distinguished divine who was at the head of Robert 
College in Constantinople, when I visited it in December last, “ is 
not to plant a western Communion in an eastern Church, but 
to lead back, with a quickened spiritual life, the young men who 
come under our care, to their own altars.” It was certainly not to 
Bishop Southgate’s discredit that he withdrew from an impossible 
task, and it was altogether to his honor that, as a Parish Priest, he 
later illustrated in this city an eminent devotion and fidelity. 

His name, with its oriental associations, recalls another who 
has been lost out of the ranks of the Church Militant, and of whom, 
though he was not an American Bishop, you would surely blame me 
if I did not speak. A year ago this morning we were all cheered 
and delighted by the picturesque presence of the Archbishop of 
Zante, the Most Rev. Dionysius Latas, and no one of us, I am 
sure, has forgotten the brotherly and most Catholic address which 
(in very excellent English, for which, quite unnecessarily as it 
proved, I apologized in advance) he delivered from this place. 
Within a fortnight, and without any particulars whatever, I have 
been advised of his decease, and I cannot refrain from putting on 
record here my grateful memory of this rare scholar, master of six 
languages, a pupil of the universities of Heidelberg, Strasburg, and 
Oxford, and a Christian gentleman of the most devout mind, large 
sympathies, and profound loyalty to the fundamental verities of 
the faith. Insuch men is the hope of the great Hastern Church 
of the future, and we may well pray God to send to it many 
more leaders who shall be like-minded. 

Together with these Chief Pastors, we have lost from among the 
Clergy, 

The Rev. Henry L. Ziegenfuss, D.D., Rector of Christ Church, 
Poughkeepsie, Archdeacon of Duchess. : 

The Rey. Edward Coleman Bull (in his eighty-seventh year, at 
Tarrytown), whose last charge was at Rye, N. Y. 
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The Rev. Stevens Parker, D.D., Assistant Minister of the Church 
of All Angels, New York. , 

The Rev. E. Spruille Burford, Rector of the Intercession, New 
York, and at one time Rector of St. Timothy’s Church, New York; 
and 

The Rev. George T. Rider. 

Of these, the best known was the Rev. Dr. Henry L. Ziegenfuss, 
our first Archdeacon in this Diocese, and as such, a true pioneer 
who showed to all his brethren, as I am sure they will rejoice to 
admit, how a long disused and widely disesteemed office may become 
a recognized power of the highest value. A patient student, an 
exceptionally well-learned theologian, a born missionary, a loving 
and unselfish pastor, and a personal friend of tireless loyalty and 
generosity, Dr. Ziegenfuss has left behind him remembrances and 
influences that can never perish. 

And so have Dr. Parker and Mr. Burford, though both were 
connected with the Diocese for a much shorter time. The gentle, 
refined, enthusiastic Churchman, the warm-hearted and eloquent 
preacher, whose lips were touched with that tropical glow amid 
which he had been nurtured—these were the characteristics which 
in these our brethren departed we may well recall and gratefully 
remember. 

This record cannot hope to make adequate mention of our losses 
from among the laity, of which the most conspicuous have been 
those of 

Mr. Richard Cadmen Greene, Senior Warden of the Church of 
the Beloved Disciple, New York. 

Mr. Edward Schell, treasurer of the Society of St. Johniand, 
for nearly fifty years a member of the Church of the Ascension, New 
York, and for a large period of that time one of its Vestrymen, and 
also Junior Warden and Vestryman of Christ Church, Rye. 

Mr. Robert C. Fisher, of Trinity Church, New Rochelle. 

Mr. Thomas Wells Robinson, of Holy Trinity Church, Har- 
lem. 

Hon. Orlando B. Potter, of St. Pauls Church, Sing Sing, Ves- 
tryman. 

Mr. Homer Ramsdell, Senior Warden of St. George’s Church, 
Newburg. 

Mr. George E. Shortridge, of St. Thomas’ Church, New York. 

Mr. Allan Campbell, of Trinity Church, New York. 

Mr. George Kemp, of St. Bartholomew’s Church, New York. 
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Mr. John H. Boynton, Treasurer and General Agent of the 
New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society. 

Hon. John Jay, of St. Matthew’s Church, Bedford. 

Mr. George G. Dudley, of the Church of the Holy Faith, New 
York. 

Mr. James T. Wright, of the Church of the Holy Apostles, New 
York. 

Prof. James Stryker, LL.D., of St. Stephen’s College. 

Mr. George Montague, of the Church of Zion and St. Timothy, 
and ‘Treasurer of the Aged and Infirm Clergy. Fund; and 

Mr. Walter Langdon, of St. James’ Church, Hyde Park. 

Of two of these I cannot refrain from making especial mention 
in view of services to the Church and the community of widely dif- 
ferent character. Mr. George Montague, the faithful friend of the 
Free Church movement under the late Dr. Geer, and one of the 
founders of St. Timothy’s Church, New York, was, for all the time 
of my official connection with it, the Treasurer of our Aged and In- 
firm Clergy Fund. I cannot speak too strongly here of his invalu- 
able services in this office. The Fund itseif will always be his 
monument, and in all my own endeavors for enlarging its scope and 
extending its privileges, | had in him a singularly clear-sighted, 
far-discerning, and liberal fellow-worker. United to these qualities 
were personal characteristics most rare and kindly, and a simple faith 
and single loyalty to duty which made all men love and trust him. 

Not unlike him in these particulars was another, whose peer in 
personal charm and nobility of temper I cannot now recall. Events 
move so rapidly, nowadays, that the stirring conflicts on the 
floor of this House in which, not so long ago, the Hon. John 
Jay had so memorable a part, are probably, to most of those 
to whom I speak, practically unknown. Mr. Jay was the cham- 
pion of a subject and enslaved race, when to speak or strive for the 
rights of the negro as a man, and, in Jesus Christ, a brother, earned 
for him who did so, from the great majority of educated and culti- 
vated people in this land, equal resentment and contempt. How 
splendidly, because how gently, and with what self-command, John 
Jay endured them both! There have been scenes in the Convention 
of this Diocese which as a stripling I, myself, was permitted to wit- 
ness, which have now passed into almost utter oblivion. In view of 
much that characterized them, it is, perhaps, well that this is so ; 
but who that saw them will ever forget the knightly courtesy, the 
gentle bearing, the inflexible courage, the invincible modesty, with 
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which a simple layman taught some very distinguished divines good 
manners, and taught us all what if was to be a Christian gentleman 
and hero, true friend of the oppressed, true disciple of his Master, true 
son of a Church founded to be Catholic in its fellowship as well as 
in its doctrine. I may not here recount his services to his country, 
his State, his city. They were all of one pattern, and they have left 
to us a portrait which may well take highest rank among the laymen 
who have served our American Church. 

Since our last Diocesan Convention there has been held at the 
Diocesan House in this city, on the 24th of January, a meeting of 
the Federate Council, composed of deputies from the five Dioceses 
included in the State of New York. At that meeting final action was 
taken upon the proposed Act providing for the organization and 
incorporation of Churches, the election of Vestries, ete. The report 
of this action was forwarded to the Secretary of this Convention and 
will by him be communicated in due course to this Body. I earnestly 
hope that it may receive the prompt and cordial approval of the 
Convention under the provisions of Canon 6 of Title III. of the 
Digest. The action of the Federate Council has the assent of a very 
large majority of the most able and competent members of all orders 
in that body, including, I believe, the unanimous approval of the 
Bishops. It has already waited too long upon the convenience of 
this Convention, by which its consideration has been repeatedly 
postponed, and it touches questions, and safeguards interests of 
primary importance. I beg that the Convention will call up the 
report which has been forwarded to it, and take final action upon 
it in accordance with its well-considered and most timely pro- 
visions. As I have repeatedly pointed out, our present law of Ves- 
try elections includes possible perils of the gravest kind. If I have 
refrained from naming them, it has been chiefly for reasons which 
may readily occur to you ; and though it may be true enough that 
parochial revolutions, threatening the very existence of a parish, 
have not often occurred, our business is to recognize and provide 
for dangers when we discern them—not to wait until disasters have 
most expensively and humiliatingly emphasized them. 

In this connection it is also my duty to call your attention to the 
action taken at the same meeting of the Federate Council in regard 
to the matter of due and efficient Episcopal administration within 
the State of New York. At that mee ne I offered the following 
resolution : 

** Resolved, That a committee be appointed, consisting of the 
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Bishops of the State, five Presbyters, and five laymen, to consider 
and report to a future meeting of this Council as to the expediency 
and practicability of such a redistribution of the territory of the 
State of New York into six or more Dioceses, as shall most effectually 
promote the work of the Church and the continued usefulness and 
efficiency of its Episcopate.” 

The grounds for offering this resolution were stated in my last 
address to this Convention, in which I pointed out the difficulties 
which had presented themselves in the way of other modes, such as 
a division of existing Dioceses or the election of assistant Bishops, of 
providing for the present exigency. ‘The Federate Council unani- 
mously adopted the resolution which I have just read, the com- 
mittee which it called for was immediately appointed, and the 
Council by the Chairman, the Bishop of Western New York, was 
convened at the Diocesan House in this city on the 7th day of June | 
last, when it took action as follows, and the following resolutions 
were unanimously adopted : 

“* Resolved, That in the judgment of this committee it is expedi- 
ent that so much of the existing territory of the State of New York 
as now composes the Dioceses of New York, Western New York, 
Albany, and Central New York be so rearranged, redistributed, or 
otherwise apportioned, whether by the division of existing Dioceses, 
or by the creation, by detaching portions of existing Dioceses, of new 
jurisdictions, as to erect at least two additional Dioceses within the 
boundaries of this State. 

“‘ Resolved, That a sub-committee of five be appointed to consider 
and mature a plan or plans by which such a result may be accom- 
plished, and to report to this committee. ; 

<< Resolved, That the same committee be instructed to communi- 
cate such report to the bishops and other members of this com- 
mittee, so soon as prepared, and in advance of its communication to 
the committee as a whole.” 

The chair appointed the following members of the sub-com- 
mittee: Chairman, the Bishop of Albany; the Rey. Drs. Ashton 
and Goodrich ; Messrs. Andrews, Marvin, and Merritt. 

In view of this action I beg to renew my request made a year 
ago, that the Convention signify its approval of the action of the 
Federate Council, and if it shall see its way to do so, of the particular , 
mode of relief proposed. 

As a matter also calling for canonical action by this Body, I 
desire to call your attention to the propriety of some provision indi- 
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cating and regulating the titular designations by which the reverend 
clergy in their various cures and relationships shall be known. “At 
present we have, in this matter, a very various and not very edifying 
usage, whereby the clergy are designated respectively as ‘‘ rectors,” 
‘‘ assistant rectors,” ‘‘ rector’s assistants,” ‘‘ assistant ministers,” and 
sometimes ‘first-class’ and “‘ second-class” assistants, vulgarly des- 
ignated, I am told, as ‘‘ thousand dollar assistants,” ‘‘ two thousand 
dollar assistants,” and the like. This, verily, is bringing the money- 
changers into the temple after a new and not very seemly fashion, 
and I would suggest that by some simple canonical enactment or 
otherwise provision be made for a more decent and uniform usage. 
This is made the more necessary by our present situation, especially 
in cities. In these are churches with chapels which are often large 
and in many particulars practically independent cures. The priest 
in charge of such a cure is properly a vicar, as one acting for the 
rector who discharges his duties as such through another, and he 
should be so designated. I suppose we have become too fine to use 
the word ‘‘ curate,” though it is a much better one than ‘‘ assistant,” 
but it is time we made an end of “associate” and ‘‘assistant” 
rectors, concerning which the General Convention long ago clearly 
expressed itself (in 1808, I think), and which are really contradic- 
tions in terms. I beg to ask that you will kindly refer this matter 
to the consideration of our Committee on Canons, which, I hope, 
will at least recommend the use of the term “ vicar” as a part of 
our Diocesan nomenclature, if no more. 

More important, however, than our nomenclature is the work 
for which it stands. The steady enlargement of this, especially in | 
this city, has been the most remarkable feature of our recent his- 
tory, and even the hard times through which we have been living 
for the past year have not checked it. The history of the Church 
in what is now down-town New York—I mean below Twenty-third 
Street, though I might almost say below Forty-second Street—is a 
remarkable illustration of this, and the free services and mission 
chapels of Calvary, Grace, the Ascension, St. George’s, St. John’s 
Chapel, Varick Street, and others that I might mention, present 
a spectacle of preéminent interest and encouragement. In this 
connection I desire to make grateful mention of the prompt and 
munificent response to the appeal which I made last spring in 
behalf of what is now the Cathedral Mission, in Stanton Street, and 
by means of- which its large and important work will be made 
secure for at least three years. This mission will be under the 
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immediate charge of the Archdeacon of New York, aided by a staff 
of three clergy, and a chapter, to be known as the Cathedral 
Chapter of St. Andrew’s Brotherhood. 

For these, for you, for me, dear brethren, there is verily work 
enough. If you have followed, as you must have done, the course 
of discussions which have lately obtained in regard to that vast 
social unrest which, as never before in modern history, is its domi- 
nant note, you must have been impressed with the foremost place 
which religion is conceded to hold in the solution of our social 
problems. A remarkable book, ‘Social Evolution,” by Mr. Benja- 
min Kidd, which I desire to commend to the carefu! consideration 
of everyone to whom I now speak, has set this forth with a cogency 
not easily to be resisted. Says Mr. Kidd, under the head of the 
** Function of Religious Belief”: 

**In the religious beliefs of mankind we have not simply a class 
of phenomena pecuhar to the childhood of the race. We have 
therein the characteristic feature of our social evolution. These 
beliefs constitute, in short, the natural and inevitable complement 
of our reason ; and so far from being threatened with eventual dis- 
solution, they are apparently destined to continue to grow and 
to develop with the development of society, while always preserving 
intact and unchangeable the one essential feature they all have in 
common in the ultra [or super] rational sanction they provide for 
conduct. And, lastly, as we understand how an ultra [or super] 
rational sanction for the sacrifice of the interests of the individual 
to those of the social organism has been a feature common to all 
religions, we see, also, why the conception of sacrifice has occupied 
such a central place in nearly all beliefs, and why the tendency 
of religions has ever been to surround this principle with the most 
impressive and stupendous of sanctions.” * 

In other words, men and brethren, we come back from all our 
wanderings amid the intricacies of our modern social situation to 
that which is the centre and key to the whole, the Cross of Christ. 
From that centre we are to take our new departure, and in the one 
sacrifice upon Calvary we are to find the clew which, in all our per- 
plexities concerning the family, the State, the Church, shall guide 
us. I group them thus together because the diseases which in each 
one of them so sorely afflict us, spring, after all, from substantially 
the same root. We have come upon a time when in the home, in 
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the community, in that larger family which is the ecclesia, there is 
alike a profound impatience of restraint, an eager and often fierce 
demand for a larger degree of liberty if not license, of thonght, of 
association, of action. In the home the law of a wise parental rule 
threatens to shrivel into the ghostly semulacrum of its earlier and 
diviner forms. Parents live their own lives, disowning the burdens 
and sacrifices which belong to their parental responsibility, and 
children early learn to throw off a yoke no longer made sacred by 
the tender love that imposed it. In the State we see a wide im- 
patience of existing sanctions of whatever kind, that threatens the 
very foundations of our social order, and which would fain remedy 
evils that all thoughtful men acknowledge, by methods which no 
intelligent man ought to be willing to sanction. And in the Church 
we see the demand fora larger liberty pushed at length to limits 
which make the obligations of our most solemn vows wholly indif- 
ferent when set over against an individual opinion. The manifesta- 
tions are various because the situations are various, but the disease 
is one. How, now, is it to be dealt with, and how are you and I, 
in dealing with it, best to do the work which to-day is waiting to 
be done ? I shall detain you for a few moments only in attempting 
to answer that question, and tnen I shall be done. 

At the basis of our social structure, as the oldest of earthty insti- 
tutions, is the family. I do not think I shall be challenged if I 
say, nevertheless, that of all human institutions it is that which to- 
day has the feeblest hold upon the popular imagination. ‘The com- 
munistic system as against the domestic system is that on which our 
social reformers are most tempted to build, and from which they are 
coming chiefly to expect a millennial future. But the vice of all 
communistic systems is that they deal with men not as individuals, 
but in masses, and that they end in expecting to make society 
better, rather than the men, the women, and the children who com- 
pose it. It is a captivating theory of regeneration, for it is so much 
easier than any other, but, like most easy things, it is ineffectual, and 
sooner or later it will be so acknowledged. ‘‘If we would lft the 
poor,” said a parish visitor to me, “we must begin by getting hold 
of the mothers in their homes,” and hers was the final philosophy, 
after all. One may gratefully hail all that schools, and games, and 
holidays, libraries, reading rooms, and art, are doing or can do for 
those who are at the bottom of our social fabric; but the lifting 
power must come from that which transforms the home, because it 
has transformed those who rule it, and this in turn must come from 
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the spell of a touch which is not general, but individual, not 
didactic, but loving most of all, shot through and through with 
the spirit of the Cross of Christ, which is the spirit and the life of 
sacrifice. | 

And as with the transformation of the family, so of that social 
order which we call society, or the State. Shall I be forgiven if I 
venture just here to speak a word of caution to my clerical brethren, 
which the exigencies of these times would seem at least to excuse if 
not to require ? It is the glory of the clergy—in that communion, 
at any rate, of which you and I are members—that, whether in our 
mother Church of England or in our own American Church, they 
have been distinguished by a very noble enthusiasm for the cause of 
the workingman, and for everything that could best enfranchise or 
uplift him.’ The ‘‘Church Association for the Advancement of the 
Interests of Labor” (familiarly known as CAIL) in our own land, 
and the ‘‘ Christian Social Union ” in England, of both which asso- 
ciations I am proud to confess myself a member, are most interest- 
ing illustrations of what I mean, and their whole literature in both 
countries (created almost exclusively by the clergy) is witness to 
the depth and consistency of this interest. 

That this literature should, much of it, be characterized by a 
fervor of speech not always consistent with coolness of judgment 
and exactness of expression, is not surprising. Reformers cannot 
always be expected to pick their words, and a wide-spread apathy 
in regard to great social evils is not likely to be disturbed by 
merely amiable murmurs of dissent. But impassioned utterance, 
exaggeration, if you choose, in the interest of the masses as 
against the classes, is one thing; essentially erroneous teaching 
in regard to the issues that divide them is quite another. Let it be 
clearly stated that there are such things as unjust combinations of 
employers, a veritable tyranny of capital, and profound indifference 
to the hardships of the man of scanty wage and scantier privileges. 
I have myself, more than once, called attention to these things 
in terms which some of you may have thought unnecessarily stren- 
uous. I should still maintain it to be not only my right, nay, my 
duty to do so, and that of every other minister of Christ. But it is 
a very different thing when the pulpit, or the religious teacher, 
passing on from his own province of rebuking things that are evil, 
becomes the advocate and defender of a new social philosophy which 
perilously misconceives the problem of which it proposes the solu- 
tion. It cannot be denied that he is right who has lately declared 
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that “‘ There is, underlying the fervid rhetoric and forcible argu- 
ments of ‘many Christian writers on social questions,’ a wholly 
mistaken conception of the ultimate origin of the evils which un- 
questionably do affect modern society. In these writings moral 
law is continually opposed to economic law, as in some sense its 
superior, and always its antagonist.” * 

An eminent English divine describes as the basis of membership 
in one of the two societies I have mentioned, these two convictions : 
first, that ‘‘ the present situation is intolerable ; and secondly, that 
its solution must be found in the unfaltering assertion of ‘moral’ 
as supreme over mechanical law.”’ 

‘© This sentence enshrines,” it has truly been said, ‘‘ the cardinal 
fallacy of Christian socialism. It explains the copious abuse of 
the ‘dismal science’ of political economy, and the righteous wrath 
which a reference to its inexorable laws never fails to arouse. The 
fallacy consists in the assumption that ‘ moral’ and ‘ mechanical ’ 
laws admit of comparison. As a matter of fact, they operate in 
different spheres ; they deal with different subject-matters. Neither 
is above or below the other, since they have no relation. The lof- 
tiest moral purpose may not alter the axioms of Kuclid, nor override 
the laws of arithmetic. Equally futile is it to suggest a moral con- 
trol of economics or a ‘Christian Organization of Industry.” The 
morality of economics can only mean truth; the Christianity of 
industrial organization can but mean its soundness. A visionary 
economical project will not become vracticable because it is labeled 
Christian. .-. . No amount of morality can confer value upon 
goods for which there is no market. Wages, it has been said, ought 
to determine prices, and not prices wages. It seems to have been 
forgotten that prices are but the convenient registers of the ever- 
varying desires of men, and that the claim to fix wages by an ethical 
standard, independently of the market, really involves the assertion 
that human desires can be and ought to be unalterable in direction 
and constant in extent.” 

To state such a proposition is to disclose its manifest absurdity 
and, equally, the absurdity of all dreams of curing poverty and 
misery by arbitrary legislation or revolution, whether by destroying 
the rights of private property, by fixing by law the rates of wages, 
or by whatever else of a similar kind such dreams involve. 

The religion of Jesus Christ is here in the world to mitigate the 
hardships which arise out of the seemingly inexorable operation — 
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of the laws of nature, whether they are laws of trade, or of disease, 
or of death. But it is not here to dismiss them out of existence, 
whether by arbitrary law-making or anarchistic violence. Our duty 
to the social fabric, yours and mine, dear brethren, is not to pull 
it down because its existence seems to us to involve certain intoler- 
able hardships, but to make those hardships tolerable, as even the 
hardest labor and the sorest privations may be made tolerable by an 
inexhaustible sympathy aud a never-tiring helpfulness toward ail 
within our reach. 

And what is true in our social situation is no less true, let me say 
finally, in our ecclesiastical situation. Here, as in the family and 
in the State, we are confronted with wide-spread restlessness and 
with ever-increasing impatience of restraint, whether in matters 
of doctrine or of discipline. ‘To be so liberal that we have practi- 
cally dismissed all meaning out of the primary facts of the Incar- 
nation, to say the Creed and yet eviscerate its articles of their plain 
and obvious sense; this would not seem to be more easy to one 
class of persons than it is to another which abhors its heresies, to 
be so Catholic that its Catholicity is simply an equation for the 
universality of self-will. Believe me, brethren, these apparently 
antagonistic phenomena are but twin symptoms of the same disease. 
And that disease is the essential sophistry which makes a part 
greater than the whole, which substitutes a colossal egotism for the 
voice of all the ages, which dreams its fond dream of its own infal- 
libility, and mistakes it for the vision of the eternal truth. 

It is a disease from which no one of us is wholly free, and tu 
which the oldest as well as the youngest of us is alike liable. To 
make one’s own law, and pronounce it of equal and final authority 
with a canonical enactment, that is a blunder from which even 
Bishops have not always escaped, and it shows how subtle is the 
danger, and how curious are the vagaries into which it may easily 
betray us. 

From all such wanderings we want to come back to the few but 
unchanging fundamental verities which are the enduring founda- 
tions of the family, of society, of the Church of the living God. 
They are not far to seek, nor hard to find. The one sacrifice by the 
Cross incarnates them all—the surrender of self-will for the greater 
good of all, the fatherhood of God in the brotherhood of Jesus 
Christ, the fellowship of His family, which is the Church, and, in 
and through these, the training of the human soul for its immortal 
destiny. May no one of us go below that destiny, nor miss its 
bright design !

On April 14, 1894, the parish met with a great loss, in the death, after a very brief illness, of the. 
ate Rector, Rev. E. Spruille Burford. The grief evoked by his death has found wide-spread 
utterance both here, and in his former parishes. And the presence of the Bishop of the diocese, 
and very many clergy both from the diocese and from without, attested at the funeral services. 
on April 18, the high honor and respect in which this strong and earnest man was held. It has 
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fallen to the lot of the priest in charge to carry forward temporarily, however imperfectly, the 
work that this honored soldier of the Cross laid down ; and the preparation of this report has 
been one of his duties. The sudden falling asleep of the Rector has, however, rendered it 
impossible to procure many records that were within his knowledge alone, and while the report 
is as accurate as data available would permit, many donations and missionary and benevolent 
offerings are certainly omitted, and some items of general statistics are necessarily approximated.

OCONSTITUTION 
PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


DIOCESE OF NEW YORK. 


As Adopted October 11, 1796 ; and Amended October 17, 1827 ; October 2, 1834 ; 
October 4, 1839 ; September 29, 1843 ; September 26, 1850 ; September 28, 
1860 ; September 28, 1882 ; and September 26, 1889. 


ARTICLE I. 


THERE shali be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in this Diocese on the last Wednesday in September in each 
year, in such place as shall be determined by the Bishop for the 
time being ; or, in case of his inability to act, or of a vacancy in 
the Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. In the event of the 
prevalence of any epidemic disease, or for other sufficient cause 
occurring after the designation of the place of the meeting of the 
Annual Convention, the Bishop, or in case of his inability to act, 
or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee may 
appoint another place for the meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE II. 


The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions, when 
he may judge it conducive to the good of the Church ; and shall do 
so when applied to for that purpose by the Standing Committee ; 
and in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Commit- 
tee shall have power to call a Special Convention. 


ARTICLE III. 


The Convention shall be composed of the officiating Ministers 
regularly received into this Diocese, and settled in some Church 
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which is in union with this Convention ; and of Lay Members, con- 
sisting of not exceeding three Delegates from each Church, to be 
chosen by the Vestry or Congregation: and Clergymen employed 
as Missionaries under the direction of this Convention, and Cler- 
gymen engaged as Professors or Instructors of youth in any OCol- 
lege, Academy, or General Seminary of Learning, duly incorpo- 
rated, and Clergymen engaged as Superintendents or Chaplains in 
any incorporated Charitable Institution, may be members of the 
Convention. No Clergyman, however, shall have a right to a seat 
in the Convention, unless he has been canonically resident in this 
Diocese for the period of six months immediately preceding the 
meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Every Convention shall be opened with prayers and a sermon ; 
and the preacher shall be nominated by the Bishop, or in case of his 
inability to act, or a vacancy in the Episcopate, by the Standing 
Committee. 

ARTICLE V. 


The Bishop shall preside in the Convention ; but in case of a 
vacancy, or necessary absence, the members shall elect a President 
from among the Clergy. 


ARTICLE VI. 


A Secretary shall be chosen, upon the assembling of the Annual 
Conyention, from among the members thereof, who shall remain 
in office until the meeting of the next Convention. His duty 
shall be to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve their 
journals and records, to attest the public acts of the body, and 
faithfully to deliver into the hands of his successor all books and 
papers, relative to the concerns of the Convention, which may be 
in his possession. It shall also be his duty to give due notice to 
each Minister and Vestry of the time and place appointed for the 
meeting of the succeeding Convention. 


- ARTICLE VII. 


In all matters which shall come before the Convention, the 
Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in one body ; and in voting, the 
Clergy shall vote by individuals, and the Laity by Congregations ; 
and when more than one Church or Chapel shall be united under 
one Vestry, and shall have been so united and recognized by the 
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Convention, prior to the last Wednesday in September, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, the Dele- 
gate or Delegates of such Vestry only shall be entitled to a vote for 
each Church or Chapel ; and a majority of votes of the two orders 
jointly shall be decisive ; but if in any case it be required by five 
votes, the two orders shall vote separately in the manner afore- 
said, and the concurrence of a majority of each order shall be neces- 
sary to constitute a decision. In the case of electing a Bishop, the 
two orders shall always vote separately, agreeably to the mode last 
prescribed. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The mode of altering this Constitution shall be as follows: A 
proposition for an amendment shall be introduced in writing and 
considered'in the Convention ; and, if approved of, shall lie over to 
the next Convention, and, if again approved of in such next Con- 
vention, by a majority of the two orders voting thereon separately, 
the change shall take place, and the Constitution so altered shall 
be valid and obligatory. 


CANONS. 


Adopted October 2, 1834; and amended October 4, 1839 ; Octoper1, 1841;

1, 1891 ; September 27 and 28, 1893 ; September 27, 1894. 


CANON I. 
A List to be made of Ministers in the Diocese. 


Within one week before the meeting of every Convention of this 
Diocese, the Bishop, or in case there be no Bishop, or of his inability 
or disability to act, then the Standing Committee of the Diocese, 
shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list of all the Ministers of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church canonically resident in this Dio- 
cese, annexing the names of their respective Cures or Parishes, or 
Stations as Missionaries, or of the Colleges, Academies, or other 
Seminaries or incorporated Charitable Institutions in which they 
are engaged ; or, in regard to those who are not engaged in Parishes, 
Missions, or Institutions of learning, as above, their places of resi- 
dence only ; but no Clergyman while suspended from the Ministry 
shall have a place on the said list. Such list shall be recorded by 
the Secretary of the Convention in a book to be kept ths that pur- 
pose, and be prefixed to the Journal. 


CANON IIL. 
Of the Members of the Convention and the Evidence of their Rights to Seats. 


Sec. 1. A list of the names of all Clergymen entitled to seats in 
the Convention, under Article III. of the Constitution, shall be pre- 
pared by the Bishop, or in case there be no Bishop, or of his inabil- 
ity or disability to act, then by the Standing Committee. Said list 
shall be laid before the Convention on the first day of meeting, and 
shall be presumptive evidence of a right to a seat of all those whose 
names appear thereon. 
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Sec. 2. In case the right of any Clergyman of this Diocese to 
a seat in the Convention shall be disputed or claimed, it shall be 
determined according to the provision of the third Article of the 
Constitution by the Convention itself. 


Sec. 3. The Secretary of the Convention shall record in a book, 
to be provided by him, and kept in accordance with the Canon of 
the General Convention, entitled ‘‘General Regulations of Ministers 
and their Duties,” all certificates that shall be transmitted to him in 
accordance with said Canon. 


In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention of any 
Clergyman who shall have been elected to any Church or Parish in 
this Diocese, after the passage of this Canon, the evidence of settle- 
ment shall consist in the said record ; or in the production to the 
Convention of the certificate required by this Section, to be recorded 
as aforesaid, together with a certificate of the Bishop or of the 
Standing Committee, of his or their being satisfied that the person 
so chosen is a qualified Minister of this Church. 


Src. 4. Every Minister who may be received into this Diocese 
shall procure from the Bishop, or, in case of his disability or inabil- 
ity to act, from a majority of the clerical members of the Standing 
Committee, duly convened, a certificate that he has been received 
into this Diocese in complhance with the Canon of the General Con- 
vention. And before he shall be entitled to a seat in the Conven- 
tion, he shall transmit such certificate to the Secretary, to be recorded 
in the book mentioned in the preceding Section. And in case of 
the contested right to a seat in the Convention of any Minister who 
may be received into this Diocese, the production of such record, or 
of such certificate, or of the Secretary’s written acknowledgment 
of his receipt of the same, shall be presumptive evidence of regular 
admission, and the certificate, if not previously recorded, shall there- 
upon be recorded by the Secretary in the said book. 


Src. 5. In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention - 
of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being employed 
as a Missionary under the direction of this Convention, the evidence 
of such employment shall consist in the written certificate of the 
Bishop ; or, in case of a vacancy of the Episcopate, or of the inabil- 
ity or disability of the Bishop, in the written certificate of the Chair- 
man of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 


Sec. 6. In case of a contested right toa seat in the Convention 
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of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being engaged 
as a Professor or Instructor of Youth in a College, Academy, or 
General Seminary of Learning, duly incorporated, the evidence of 
his connection with such College, Academy, or Seminary shall con- 
sist in the written certificate of the President or Secretary of such 
Corporation that he is so employed. 


Src. 7. (I.) Lay Delegates from Churches having Vestries shall 
be appointed by the Vestry, at a regular meeting, held according to 
law. 


(II.) The evidence of the appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having a Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Rector 
of the Church and by the Clerk of the Vestry. If there be no 
Rector, or if the appointment shall have been made at any legal 
Vestry meeting held in his absence, then such certificate shall state 
that fact, and shall be signed by the Warden who presides at the 
meeting at which such Delegate is appointed, and also by the Clerk 
of the Vestry. The certificate must show upon its face that the 
appointment has been made in accordance with all the requirements 
of the Canons, and shall certify that the Delegate is a Lay member, 
entitled to vote for Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which 
he is appointed to represent. 


(III.) The evidence of appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having no Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Min- 
ister of such Church, or by the officer who presides at the meeting 
of the congregation by which he was appointed, and also by the 
Clerk or Secretary of such meeting. The certificate shall state the 
time and place of the election, and shall certify that the person 
appointed has been duly chosen by such Church or Congregation as 
a Lay Delegate ; that he is a Lay member of such Church or Con- 
gregation, and has been such member for at least twelve months. 
next preceding the time of his appointment, and that the election 
was held in accordance with all the requirements of the Canons. 


(IV.) No other certificate or evidence of appointment of any 
Lay Delegate than such as is above required shall be allowed or 
received. 


Sec. 8. No Lay Delegate from a Church having a Vestry shall be 
entitled to a seat in the Convention, unless he be entitled to vote for 
Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which he is appointed to 
represent. 
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Src. 9. A copy of the seventh and. eighth sections of this Canon 
shall be transmitted annually by the Secretary of the Convention to 
every Church in this Diocese in union with the Convention, together 
with a blank printed form of certificate of appointment of Lay 
Delegates, and the notice which he is required by the Constitution 
to give of the time and place appointed for the meeting of the 
succeeding Convention. 


Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the Clerks of the Vestries of the 
Parishes which have been admitted into union with this Conyen- 
tion, immediately after the appointment of the Lay Delegates to the 
Diocesan Convention, to certify their election to the Secretary of 
the Convention in the form prescribed by Sections 7 and 8 of this 
Canon. From the certificates thus received, the Secretary shall 
prepare a list of Lay Delegates for use in the organization of the 
Convention. 


Sec. 11. The presence of at least thirty Clergymen entitled to 
vote in the Convention, and of Delegates from at least thirty con- 
gregations, shall be necessary to the transaction of business—except 
that a smaller number may adjourn from day to day. 


Sec. 12. If the President ex officio of the Convention is not 
present at its opening, the Secretary of the Convention shall call to 
order the members present, when the senior presbyter present 
entitled to a seat in the Convention shall take the chair, and shall 
preside until a President be elected, as provided by Article V. of the 
Constitution. 


Suc. 13. The Secretary of the Convention, under the direction 
of the Bishop, or, in case of his absence or inability to act, or of a 
vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direction of the Standing 
Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy entitled to seats. 


Sec. 14. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose elec- 
tion has been certified to him, in pursuance of Section 10 of this 
Canon. The President shall then appoint a committee of three 
persons, to whom shall be referred the credentials of the Lay Dele- 
gates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll made by the . 
Secretary. 

Sec. 15. A quorum, which shall consist of thirty Clergymen and 
Delegates from thirty Congregations, being present, the President, 
ex officio, if present, shall declare the Convention duly organized. If 
he be absent, or unable to act, the temporary President shall direct 
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that the members proceed to vote for a President, as provided in 
Article V. of the Constitution, which election shall be by ballot, 
unless dispensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. 
The President, being elected, shall declare the Convention organized 
for business. 


Sec. 16. The Convention shall then proceed to the election of 
a Secretary and Treasurer of the Convention, by ballot, unless dis- 
pensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. The 
Secretary shall appoint two assistants, and announce their names to 
the Convention. 


Src. 17. The existing Rules of Order, so far as they are appli- 
cable to the preliminary proceedings for the organization of the 
Convention, shall be deemed in force for that purpose ; and the said 
Rules of Order, except such of them as prescribe the mode of alter- 
ing the same, shall regulate the proceedings after the organization, 
until altered by the Convention. 


CANON III. 
Of the Call of the Convention. 


Unless it be otherwise directed by the Convention, the mode of 
giving notice of the meeting of any Convention shall be by an ad- 
vertisement of the time and place of such meeting, signed by the 
Secretary, and published in three of the public papers, or Church 
journals, printed in the Diocese of New York. Whenever, under 
the provisions of the Constitution, a Special Convention is called 
for any particular purpose, it shall be the duty of the Secretary, in 
the notice thereof, to specify such purpose. 


CANON IV. 


Of the Admission of a Church as a Parish into Union with the Church in this 
Diocese and Maintaining such Union. 


Src. 1. Every Church or Congregation desiring admission as a 
Parish into union with the Church in this Diocese shall present a 
written application therefor to the Convention, together with a copy 
of the Resolution of the Vestry or of the Congregation authorizing 
such application ; in which resolution the said Church, by its Vestry 
or Congregation, shall agree to abide by, and conform to and observe 
all the Canons of the Church, and all the rules, orders, and regula- 
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tions of the Convention; which copy-shall be duly certified by the 
presiding officer of the Vestry, or of the meeting of the Congregation 
at which the resolution was adopted, and also by the Clerk of the 
Vestry or Secretary of the meeting ; and shall be authenticated by 
the seal of the corporation. | 

The said application shall also be accompanied by the Certificate 
of Incorporation of the Church, duly recorded, or a copy thereof, 
certified by the officer whose duty it may be to record or to file the 
same; and also by a Certificate of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence, or of his inability or disability to act, or of a vacancy in the 
Episcopate, of the Standing Committee, that he or they approve of 
the Incorporation of said Church, and that such Church, in his or 
their judgment, is duly established. 

Every Church or Congregation applying for admission shall pro- 
duce satisfactory evidence that not less than twenty-five persons, 
members of such Church, have habitually, for at least one year pre- 
ceding such application, attended divine service in such Church or 
Congregation. 

The Certificate of Incorporation of every Church incorporated 
under any Act of the Legislature of the State of New York, save the 
General Act of April 5, 1813, and the Amendments thereto, shall 
declare upon its face that the Church or Congregation is a Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, and that it is forever to continue such, 
in communion with the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State 
of New York; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the 
Conyention to prepare and furnish blanks for the Certificate of 
Incorporation of Parishes, which shall embody the above provision. 


Sec. 2. (I.) No application for the admission of a Parish into 
union with the Church in this Diocese shall be considered or acted 
upon at any meeting of the Convention, unless the same has been 
transmitted to the Secretary of the Convention at least forty days 
before the meeting of the Convention. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, at 
least thirty days before the meeting of the Convention, to deliver te 
a Committee, to be annually appointed (to be called the Committee 
on the Incorporation and Admission of Churches), al! applications 
for admission into union which shall have been received by him, to 
be by such Committee examined, considered, and reported upon to 
the Convention. 
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Src. 3. Whenever any Parish in union with this Convention 
shall neglect for three years in succession to make a Parochial Report, 
no missionary report being made on its behalf, and shall not, dur- 
ing the same period, have employed a Clergyman as its Parish Min- 
ister, nor requested of the ecclesiastical authority to have the ser- 
vices of a Missionary, such Parish shall be regarded as having for- 
feited its connection with the Convention, and shall no longer have 
a right to send a Delegate or Delegates to the same. 

The Bishop shall report such Parish to the Convention in his 
Annual Address. 

Such Parish, however, may be re-admitted, upon application to 
the Convention, accompanied by a report of its condition, and on 
such terms as shall appear just ; such re-admission to take effect 
from and after the rising of the Convention consenting to such 
admission. 


CANON V. 
Of the Secretary of the Convention. 


Src. 1. In addition to the constitutional provisions concerning 
the Secretary, it is hereby declared that this officer shall be chosen 
by ballot after viva voce nominations of the Candidates, and shall 
continue in office until a new election is made. 


Sec. 2. He shall transmit annually to each of the Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and to the Sec- 
retary of the last House of Clerical and Lay Deputies in the Gen- 
eral Convention, and to the Secretary of every Diocesan Convention, 
a copy of the Journal of the Convention ; and shall request the last 
to send copies of their respective Journals in exchange. 


Sc. 3. He shall also transmit to every General Convention, in 
addition to the documents mentioned in the Canons of the General 
Convention, a certificate, to be signed by himself, containing a list 
of the Clergymen in this Diocese, and the amount of funds paid or 
secured to be paid (distinguishing them) to the General Theological 
Seminary, together with the nomination of Trustees of that Semi- 
nary ; and also a like certificate of the appointment of Clerical and 
Lay Deputies. 


Src. 4. Any expense incurred by a compliance with the third 
section of this Canon shall be paid out of the Diocesan Fund. 


- 


CANONS. 241 


Sec. 5. Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of Sec- 
retary of the Convention, the duties thereof shall devolve upon one 
of the Assistant Secretaries in the order of their appointment, if 
there be one; if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing Com- 
mittee. 


CANON VI, 
Of the Treasurer of the Convention. 


Sec. 1. At every stated Convention there shall be chosen by 
ballot a Treasurer of the Convention, who shall remain in office 
until the next stated Convention, and until a successor is appointed. 
It shall be his duty to receive and disburse all moneys collected 
under the authority of the Convention, and of which the collection 
and distribution shall not be otherwise regulated. 


Suc. 2. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Con- 
vention, and shall be examined by a Committee acting under its 
authority. 


Src. 3. In case of a vacancy in the office of Treasurer, it shall 
be supplied by an appointment to be made by the Standing Com- 
mittee ; and the person so appointed shall continue to act until an 
appointment is made by the Convention. 


CANON VII. 
Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports. 


Szc. 1. Every Minister in charge of a Parish in this Diocese shall 
keep a Register of Baptisms, Confirmations, Communicants, Mar- 
riages, and Funerals within his Cure. 


Suc. 2. The record shall specify the name and time of birth of 
each child baptized, with the names of the parents and sponsors ; 
the name of each adult baptized ; the name of each person con- 
firmed ; the names of the parties married, with the names of the 
witness or witnesses required by the civil law; the name of each 
person buried ; and also the time when each rite was performed. 
These Registers shall be kept by the Minister in a book to be pro- 
vided for that purpose, belonging to the Vestry of each Church ; 
which book shall be the Parish Register, and shall be preserved OF 
the Vestry as a part of the records of the Church. 


The list of Communicants shall embrace all within his Cure as 
16 : 
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nearly as can be ascertained, and he shall a’so keep a list of the fami- 
lies and adult persons in his Cure, as far as practicable. 


Sc. 3. Every Minister of this Church shall present, or cause to 
be delivered, on or before the first day of every annual Convention, 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, or, when there is no Bishop, to the 
President of the Convention, a statement of the number of Baptisms, 
Confirmations, Marriages, and Funerals ; and of the number of Com- 
municants in his Parish or Church, and of all other matters that 
may throw light on the state of the same. 


Seo. 4. In every case where a Parish is without a Minister, 
the Register contemplated by this Canon shall be kept by some per- 
son appointed by the Vestry for that purpose; and the annual 
Parochial Reports shall be presented or forwarded to the Bishop by 
the Wardens of the Parish. 


Src. 5. Upon the dissolution of a Parish the Register, provided 
for by this Canon, shall immediately become the property of the 
Diocese, and the Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocesan 
Convention shall cause the said Register to be deposited with the 
Bishop, to be under his care for the legitimate purposes thereof. 


CANON VIII. 
Of Preparing a Report on the State of the Church. 


A Committee of the Convention of this Diocese shall be appointed 
at the stated meeting of the same next before every stated meeting 
of the General Convention, in accordance with the Canon * thereof, 
to assist the Bishop in preparing a report of the state of the Church 
in this Diocese, and a list of the ‘Clergy, to be presented to Met 
General Convention. 


CANON IX. 
Concerning Elections. 


SEC. 1. Elections by ballot, when required by these Canons, 
may be dispensed with by a unanimous vote of the Convention. 


= 


* Canon XX., Sec. 5, Title I. 
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And when an election is by ballot, a majority of ihe votes in each 
order shall be necessary to a valid election. 


Sec. 2. The mode of conducting the nominations and elections 
of the Standing Committee, the Deputies and Provisional Deputies 
to the General Convention, and Deputies to the Federate Council, 
shall be as follows : 

Any member of the Convention may send to the Secretary, in 
writing, on or before the first day of the meeting thereof, nomina- 
tions, signed by himself, for the Standing Committee, for Clerical 
and Lay Deputies and Provisional Deputies to the General Con- 
vention, and for members of the Federate Council. All names so 
sent in shall be reported to the Convention by the Secretary, at the 
beginning of the second day’s session, in the form of a ballot, on 
which the names shall be arranged in alphabetical order. After 
each list of nominations as many blank spaces shall be left as there 
are vacancies to be filled. These blanks may be filled by any voter. 
The voter shall mark an X at the right of the name of each person 
for whom he votes. On the first ballot these ballots only shall be 
used, and also in all subsequent ballots, except when otherwise 
ordered by the Convention. No ballot shall be counted on which 
more names are marked than there are vacancies to be filled, and 
the number of vacancies to be filled shall be printed on each 
ballot. 

The Secretary shall provide a board, to be hung up in a con- 
spicuous place, near the entrance to the Convention, on which 
shall be posted the nominations so received, and also the names of 
the present members of the Standing Committee, Deputies and 
Provisional Deputies to General Convention, and Deputies to the 
Federate Council; and these names shall also be printed on the 
back of the ballot provided by the Secretary. 


CANON X. 
Of Deputies to the General Convention. 


Sec. 1. The Convention shall, at each second regular annual 
meeting next succeeding a stated meeting of the General Conven- 
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tion, elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen to act as 
Deputies from this Diocese to the General Convention. It shall 
also elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen, as Provisional 
Deputies, to act in the case hereinafter mentioned ; which Depu- 
ties and Provisional Deputies shall hold their respective stations 
until successors are appointed, and shall be Deputies, or Provisional 
Deputies, for any General Convention which may be held during 
their continuance in office. 


Sec. 2. Should a vacancy occur by resignation, removal from 
the Diocese, death, or otherwise, among the Deputies or Provisional 
Deputies, between the stated times of election, the vacancy shall be 
supplied by any Convention, during or prior to which such vacancy 
shall occur. | 


Src. 3. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect to signify to 
the Bishop, at least two days before the meeting of the General 
Convention, their acceptance of the appointment, and their inten- 
tion to perform its duties; in default of which the Bishop shall 
designate, from the list of Provisional Deputies, so many as may be 
necessary to insure, as far as practicable, a full representation of the 
Diocese. And the Bishop shall in like manner designate from the 
same list of Provisional Deputies one or more, as the case may be, 
to supply any deficiency in the representation of this Diocese which 
may in any way occur. And the person or persons so designated 
by the Bishop, being furnished with his certificate thereof, shall 
have all the power and authority of Deputies duly elected by the 
Convention. 


Src. 4. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the mability 
of the Bishop to act, the power conferred upon the Bishop by this 
Canon shall be exercised by the Standing Committee. 


CANON XI. 
Of Deputies to the Federate Council. 


At every stated Convention there shall be an election by ballot 
of eight Clergymen and eight Laymen to serve as Deputies at any 
meeting of the Federate Council that may be held before the next 
Annual Convention of the Diocese. And in case of a vacancy by 
death or otherwise among the Deputies so elected, such vacancy 
shall be filled by the Bishop. 
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CANON XII. 
Of the Standing Committee. 


Src. 1. At every stated Convention a Standing Committee shall 
be elected by ballot, to consist of four Clergymen and four Lay- 
men. Vacancies in said’ Committee, occurring by death or other- 
wise, shall be supplied by the concurrent vote of the Clerical 
members and Lay members of the Committee. 


Sxc. 2. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability or 
disability of the Bishop, the powers and duties to be performed by 
the Bishop in matters of discipline shall be performed by the Stand- 
ing Committee, except in those cases where such powers and duties 
are or may be specially delegated to, or enjoined upon, the Clerical 
members of said Committee ; in which cases such powers and duties 
shall be exercised by said Clerical members alone ; provided, that 
no sentence shall be pronounced on a Clergyman but by a Bishop. 


: Src. 3. The record of all proceedings upon a presentment of a 

Clergyman shall be preserved by the Standing Committee, and for 
that purpose shall, after a final decision, be delivered to their Secre- 
tary. 


Src. 4. Should astated Convention, from any cause, not be held 
at the appointed time, or if such Convention should be held, but no 
election be made, pursuant to Section 1 of this Canon, then the last 
Standing Committee elected shall continue to perform the duties of 
the office until a new election takes place. 


CANON XIII. 
Of Vacant Parishes. 


Suc. 1. Whenever a Parish becomes vacant by the resignation 
or decease of the incumbent, or otherwise, due notice of the same 
shall be given by the Clerk of the Vestry or Trustees to the Ordi- 
nary, who, with the concurrence of the authorities of the Parish, 
shall take such measures as he may deem expedient for the tem- 
porary maintenance of religious services in such Parish. | 


Src. 2. It shall be the duty of the Vestry or Trustees of such 
yacant Parish to provide for the compensation of the Minister ap- 
pointed under the preceding section. 
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CANON XIV. 
Of the Establishment-of New Places of Public Worship. 


In places where the Church is already established, no new Parish 
shall be formed, or new Church or Chapel be established, or new 
Congregation be gathered, nor shall the site of any existing Church, 
Chapel, or Congregation be changed without the written consent of 
the Bishop of the Diocese and the formal approval of the Standing 
Committee. But such action of the Standing Committee shall not 
be taken until previous notice has been given, and due proof thereof 
furnished the Committee by the parties moving therefor, to the 
Rectors and Vestries of the three Churches or Congregations whose 
places of public worship shall be nearest to the site proposed for the 
new place of worship, nor until at least one month has been allowed 
such Rectors and Vestries to present any objections they may have. 

In places where the Church is not established, the written con- 
sent of the Bishop of the Diocese, acting by and with the advice 
and consent of the Standing Committee, shall be sufficient for the 
formaticn of a new parish. 


CANON XV. 
Of the Episcopal Fund. 


Src. 1. The fund for the support of the Episcopate in this 
Diocese, now provided, together with that which may be hereafter 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof, shall be intrusted to the corporation entitled 
‘*The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund for the Diocese of New 
York,” incorporated by an Act of the Legislature of the State of 
New York, passed May 14, 1845. The Trustees composing said 
corporation shall be five in number, who shall be appointed by and 
shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the Convention, and 
all vacancies occurring in their number shall be filled by the Con- 
vention. 


Sec, 2. It shall be the duty of every Rector or Minister having 
charge of a congregation in this Diocese to cause an annual collection 
or contribution to be made by said congregation in aid of the fund 
for the support of the Episcopate ; and in the case of a vacant par- 
ish, this duty shall devolve on the Wardens and Vestrymen. The 
amount of each annual collection or contribution shall be paid to 
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the Treasurer of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and shall be 
reported by the Trustees to the Convention at the next stated meet- 
ing thereof, after such collection or contribztion shal] have been 
made, and shall be entered on its Journals. 


Sxc. 3. So long as the income of the fund is inadequate to the 
support of the Episcopate, and an annual assessment shall be made, 
under the authority of the Convention, for supplying the deficiency 
therein, the payment of such assessment by a Parish shall be con- 
sidered as in lieu of the collection enjoined by Section 2 of this 
Canon. 


So. 4. All moneys belonging to the said fund shall be loaned by 
the said Trustees upon security of real estate, or invested in stocks 
of the United States, or of any of the States, or of the City of New 
York, at their discretion, and also in such other securities as may 
be recommended unanimously by the Trustees and approved by a 
vote of the Convention. And all securities and investments shall be 
taken or made in their corporate name above mentioned, and they 
shall have power, from time to time, to change such investments. 
A statement exhibiting the condition of the said fund and securities, 
together with all receipts and disbursements, shall be reported to the 
Convention at every stated meeting thereof, signed by the Trustees, 
or a majority of them. 


CANON XVI. 


Of the Diocesan Fund. 


Sec. 1. Every congregation in the Diocese shall pay to the 
Treasurer of the Convention, on or before the Day of its annual 
meeting, such a per cent. on the amount of the salary of its Cler- 
gyman as shall have been ordered by the preceding Convention, to 
provide for necessary expenses. 


Sxo. 2. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of the Conven- 
tion to retain annually out of this fund one dollar for each Clergy- 
man in the Diocese. The moneys thus retained shall be paid by 
him to the Treasurer of the General Convention at each meeting 
of the same. 


Sxc. 8. A copy of this Canon shall be transmitted annually to 
every Church in the Diocese by the Secretary of the Convention. 
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CANON XVII. 
Of Contributions for Church Objects. 


Src. 1. In every Parish of the Diocese provision shall be made 
whereby its members may make offerings, by collections and other- 
wise, as often as the needs of the Church shall require, for the sup- 
port of its objects, particularly its missionary work at home and 
abroad, the education of young men for the sacred Ministry, and 
those other religious and charitable objects which have been com- 
mended to the care of the Church by the General Convention, or 
by the Convention of the Diocese ; and it shall be the duty of the 
Clergyman in charge to give due notice to the congregation of the 
time and purpose of such offerings, and also to call their attention 
to the importance and claims of the respective objects to which the 
offerings are to be applied. 


Src. 2. The business of distributing all funds that may be 
raised under this Canon, for the education of young men for Holy 
Orders, is hereby committed to the incorporated society styled 
‘‘The Protestant Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and 
Learning in the State of New York,” which shall make a full 
annual report to the Convention of the application of all moneys 
paid into its treasury under the provisions of this Canon, or by the 
Treasurer of the Convention from any source, 


Sec. 3. So far as relates to the offerings or contributions of 
Parishes within the City of New York, it is hereby declared that 
the New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society and the 
New York Protestant Episcopal Church Missionary Society for 
Seamen in the- City and Port of New York are to be reckoned 
among the Church charities for which provision is to be made, so 
that each congregation in the City of New York shall make 
annual contributions to one of these societies. 


CANON XVIII. 
Of the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Src. 1. All members of the Church in this Diocese shall be 
considered as constituting the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Sec. 2. (I.) The Missionary Work of the Diocese shall be con- 
ducted by a Diocesan Board of Missions. 
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(II.) The Convention shall be the Diocesan Board of Missions, 
sitting as such as often as the business of the Board may demand. 


sxc. 3. (I.) The Diocese shall be divided into five Archdeacon- 
ries, to be named, respectively : 


1. The Archdeaconry of New York, comprising the County of 
New York. 


2. The Archdeaconry of Richmond, comprising the County of 
Richmond. 


3. The Archdeaconry of Westchester, comprising the Counties 
of Westchester, Putnam, and Rockland. 


4, The Archdeaconry of Orange, comprising the Counties of 
Orange, Ulster, and Sullivan. 


5. The Archdeaconry of Duchess, comprising the County of 
Duchess. 


(1I.) The members of each Archdeaconry shall be the Clergy 
canonically resident within its limits, with three Lay Delegates from 
each Parish, elected in such manner as the By-laws of the Archdea- 
conry may direct. It shall be the duty of each Archdeaconry [1] 
to search out the religious needs of its own district, and to conduct 
and provide for such Missionary Work as may be undertaken by it, 
within its own limits, and to apportion among the several Parishes 
the amount necessary to be raised for the same; [2] to nominate 
to the Bishop, for his appointment, all Missionaries and other 
agents of the Archdeaconry, and to fix their salaries; [3] to have 
full management of its funds ; [4] to provide that careful statistics 
as to the population and condition of communities pid the results 
of Missionary Work be collected and preserved. 


(III.) The Executive Officer or Archdeacon of each Archdea- 
conry shall be nominated by the Bishop, and confirmed by the Arch- 
deaconry at a regular meeting, and shall continue in office until his 
successor be appointed. It shall be his duty [1] to superintend all 
Missionary Work conducted by the Archdeaconry ; [2] to have di- 
rection of all Itinerant Clergy and Associated Missions ; [3] to make 
full and regular reports of the same to the Archdeaconry ; and [4] 
in the absence of the Bishop to preside at all meetings. 


(IV.) Each Archdeaconry shall adopt its own by-laws, elect 
annually its Secretary and Treasurer, and make before the Annual 
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Meeting of the Board of Diocesan Missions a full report of its year’s 
work to the Board of Managers hereinafter described. 


Sec. 4, (I.) There shall be a Diocesan Board of Managers, which 
Board shall also be the Missionary Committee of the Diocese of New 
York, consisting of the Bishop, the five Archdeacons, Secretaries 
and Treasurers, and also five Clergymen and five Laymen, elected 
by ballot at the Annual Meeting of the Diocesan Board of Missions. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of this Board of Managers [1] to de- 
cide, with the approval of the Bishop, what proportion of the whole 
sum voted by the Diocese shall be raised by, and what proportion 
shall be expended by each Archdeaconry ; [2] to devise general plans 
for making Mission Work more effective; and developing a greater — 
Missionary interest throughout the Diocese; [3] to send to the 
Diocesan Board of Missions, at its annual meeting, a report con- 
taining the following items : 


a. Statement of Missionary Work done since last report. 
b. The names of the Missionaries and Stations. 


c. An account of Annual Receipts and Expenditures, comprising 
all amounts received and disbursed by each Archdeaconry. 


d. A list of the Parishes contributing, and of the sums con- 
tributed by each Parish to Diocesan Missions. 


e. An estimate of the amount of funds needed for the Missionary 
Work of the Diocese for the ensuing year, and a schedule of assess- 
ments upon the several Parishes. 


(III.) Seven members of the Board of Managers, at a regularly 
called meeting, two of whom shall be Archdeacons, shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. In the absence of the 
Bishop, one of the Archdeacons present shall be elected by the 
meeting to preside. 


CANON XIX. 


Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergy. 


Src. 1. Five lay Trustees shall be appointed annually by the Con- 
vention, who, with the Bishop, shall constitute a Board to be called 
the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 


Src. 2. Vacancies occurring in the number of the above-named 
five lay Trustees, by death, resignation, or otherwise, during the 
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recess of the Convention, may be supplied by the remaining Trus- 
tees. 


Sze. 3. It shall be the duty of the said Trustees to assume the 
management and care of the following funds: 


1st. The fund now provided for the relief of Aged and Infirm 
Clergymen of the Diocese, together with that which may hereafter be 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof. 


2d. A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the relief 
of Widows and Children of Deceased Clergymen of the Diocese, 
together with any accumulation accruing from the investment 
thereof. 


3d. A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the effecting of Life Insurance by Clergymen 
of the Diocese, together with any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof. 


Src. 4. It shall be the further duty of the said Trustees to receive 
applications for relief or assistance from any persons entitled to 
receive aid from either of the funds above mentioned, and to apply 
such relief or assistance as follows : 


ist. As to the fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, to apply 
such relief or assistance on the principies of, and subject to, the 
limitations indicated in the report of the Special Committee made 
to the Annual Convention of 1841,* and subject also to such other 


-* «(q) Legacies and donations to be invested as a permanent fund ; the 
proceeds to be applied annually, if needed, under the direction of the Bishop 
and three lay Trustees, to be elected by the Convention at each stated meeting. 
If the whole or any part of the annual revenue of said fund be not needed, in 
any year, it might be considered thenceforth as part of the capital. 

«|. . (b) Another . . . source of income will be found, it is presumed, 
in annual contributions to be made by all the congregations in the Diocese, on 
some day previously notified. 

‘With regard to the limitations under which relief should be applied, your 
Committee are aware that much must be left to the discretion of the Trustees. 
. . . In regard to these limitations, the Committee would suggest : 

‘‘1, That relief should b2 confined to those whose circumstances are actu- 
ally straitened, and who have been actively engaged in parochial or kindred 
labors during a large part of their ministerial lives. 

*©2. It should not be so administered as to supersede on the part of parishes 
the duty of making provision for the support of their pastor when too aged or 
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rules and regulations as have since been adopted by this Convention, 
or as said Trustees, with the approbation of said Convention, shall 
from time to time adopt. 


2d. As tothe funds for the Widows and Children of Clergymen, 
and for facilitating the effecting of Life Insurance by Clergymen, to 
apply such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, 
the limitations laid down by the regulations adopted by the Annual 
Convention of 1886, and subject also to such further rules and regu- 
lations as said Trustees, with the approbation of this Convention, 
shall from time to time adopt. 


Sec. 5. A collection shall be made annually in every congre- 
gation in this Diocese, on the annual Thanksgiving Day, or on the 
Sunday next before or next following. 

This collection and all other contributions to these objects shall 
be transmitted to the Treasurer of the said Board of Trustees. 

All donations and legacies received by said Treasurer shall, in 
the absence of the special designation of one or other of the three 
funds, be apportioned equally among the said three funds. The 
annual collection, herein provided for, shall, in tne absence of 
special designation of any portion thereof by the donors, be applied 
by said Trustees in equal portions to the fund for facilitating Life 
Insurance by Clergymen and to the fund for the Widows and Chil- 
dren of Clergymen. ‘The Treasurer shall keep a separate account of 
each of the said three funds, and all moneys not wanted for current 
use shall be invested and held in trust by the said Trustees. 


Src. 6. The said Trustees shall elect their own Chairman, Treas- 
urer, and Secretary. 

They shall meet at least twice in each year, and shall keep min- 
utes of their proceedings, which shall be submitted to the Convention 
of the Diocese whenever called for. 


infirm to continue his ministry ; and should therefore be confined, in the case 
of parish clergymen, to cases in which the parish has signified, through the 
Bishop, its inability or indisposition to make such provision to an adequate 
extent. 

«¢3. It should not be extended to clergymen who have near relatives in 
affluent circumstances, unless there be satisfactory evidence that such relat‘ves 
are unwilling to discharge the duty of providing for those of their own house- 
hold. 

‘‘4, In deciding between conflicting claims, preference should be given 
cateris paribus to those who have been longest employed within the Diocese in 
ministerial duty.” 
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CANON XX. 
Of the Trial oj a Clergyman not being a Bishop. 


Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop 
thereof, shall become ‘‘ liable to presentment and trial,” under the 
provisions of any Canon of the General or Diocesan Convention, 
the mode of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as follows, viz. : 


Sxc. 1. The trial shall be ona presentment in writing, addressed 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offences of which the 
accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable certainty as to time, 
place, and circumstances. Such presentment may be made by the 
major part in number of the members of the Vestry of any Church 
of which the accused is a Minister, or by any three Presbyters of 
this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as hereinafter 
mentioned. Whenever, from public rumor or otherwise, the Bishop 
shall have reason to believe that any Clergyman is under the im- 
putation of having been guilty of any offence or misconduct for 
which he is Hable to be tried, and that the interest of the Church 
requires an investigation, it shall be his duty to appoint five persons, 
of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to examine the case, a 
majority of whom may make such examination ; and if there is in 
their opinion sufficient ground for presentment, shall present the 
Clergyman accordingly. 


Suc. 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes 
above prescribed, the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not appear 
to him to be such as constitute an offence, may dismiss it ; or if it 
allege facts, some of which do and some of which do not consti- 
tute an offence, he may allow it in part and dismiss the residue, or 
he may permit it to be amended. When it shall be allowed in 
whole or in part, the Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on 
the accused, and shall also nominate twelve Presbyters of this Dio- 
cese, entitled to seatsin the Convention and not being parties to the 
presentment, and cause a list of their names to be served on the 
accused, who shall, within thirty days after such service, select five 
of them and notify their names in writing to the Bishop ; and if he 
shah not give such notification to the Bishop within the said thirty 
days, the Bishop shall select five, and the Presbyters so selected shall 
form a Board for the trial of the accused, and shall meet at such 
time and place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have power to

adjourn from time to time, and from place to place (but always 
within this Diocese), as they shall think necessary. i 


Src. 3. A written notice of the time and place of their first 
meeting shall be served at least thirty days before such meeting 
on the accused, and also on one of the persons making the present- 
ment. 


Sec. 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the 
Board of Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not attend, then 
those who do attend may adjourn from time to time; and if, after 
one adjournment or more, it shall appear to them improbable that 
the whole number wil] attend within a reasonable time, then those 
who do attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the 
Board, and proceed to the trial, and a majority of them shall de- 
cide all questions. 


Sec. 5. If a Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of the 
facts alleged in the presentment, it shall be the duty of the Bishop 
to proceed to pass sentence; and if he shall not confess them 
before the appointment of a Board for his trial, as before men- 
tioned, he shall be considered as denying them. 


Sec. 6. If a Clergyman presented, after having had due notice, 
shail not appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for 
his trial, the Board may nevertheless proceed as if he were present, 
unless for good cause they shall see fit to adjourn to another day. 


Szec. 7. When the Board proceed to the trial, they shall hear such 
evidence as shall be produced, which evidence shall be reduced to 
writing, and signed by the witnesses respectively ; and some officer, 
authorized by law to administer oaths, may, at the desire of either 
party, be requested to administer an oath or affirmation to the wit- 
nesses that they will testify the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, concerning the facts charged in the presentment. 
If, on or during the trial, the accused shall confess the truth of 
the charges, as stated in the presentment, the Board may dispense 
with hearing further evidence, and may proceed at once to state 
their opinion to the Bishop as to the sentence that ought to be 
pronounced, 


Sec. 8. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, 
and it being made satisfactorily to appear to him that any mate- 
rial witnesses cannot be procured upon the trial, the Bishop may 
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appoint a Commissary to take the testimony of any such witness. 
Such Commissary may be either a Clergyman or a Layman, and 
the party so applying shall give to the other at least siz days’ 
notice of the time and place of taking the testimony. And if the 
person on whom the notice shall be served shall reside more than 
forty miles from the place of examination, an additional day’s 
notice shall be given for every additional twenty miles of the said 
distance. And both parties may attend and examine the witness, 
and the questions and answers shall be reduced to writing and 
signed by the witness, and shall be certified by the Commissary, 
and enclosed under his seal, and transmitted to the Board, and 
shall be received by them as evidence. A witness examined before 
such Commissary may be sworn or affirmed in manner aforesaid. 


Src. 9, The Board having deliberately considered the evi- 
dence, shall declare, in a writing signed by them, or a majority 
of them, their decision on the charges contained in the present- 
ment, distinctly stating whether the accused is guilty or not 
guilty of such charges, respectively, and also stating the sentence 
which in their opinion should be pronounced ; and a copy of such 
decision shall be, without delay, communicated to the accused, 
and the original decision, together with the evidence, shall be de- 
livered to the Bishop, who shall pronounce such canonical sen- 
tence as shall appear to him to be proper, provided the same 
shall not exceed in severity the sentence recommended by the 
Board ; and such sentence shall be final. Before pronouncing any 
sentence the Bishop shall summon the accused, and any three 
or more of the Clergy, to meet him at such time as may in his 
opinion be most convenient, in some church to be designated by 
him, which shall for that purpose be open at the time to all per- 
sons who may choose to attend, and the sentence shall then and 
there be publicly pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, 
if he shall be satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a new 
trial to the accused, in which case a new Board of Presbyters shall 
be appointed, the proceedings before whom shall be conducted as 
before mentioned. 


SEC. 10. Allnotices and papers contemplated in this Canon may 
be served by a summoner or summoners, to be appointed for the 
purpose by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be 
evidence thereof. In case of service by any other person, the facts 
shall be proved by the affidavit of such person. <A written notice or 
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paper delivered to a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall 
be deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 


Src. 11. The defendant may have the privilege of appearing by 
counsel ; in case of the exercise of which privilege, and not other- 
wise, those who present shall have also the like privilege. 


CANON XXI. 
Concerning Alterations in the Canons and Additions thereto. 


No proposed alteration of, or addition to, the Canons shall here- 
after be considered by the Convention, unless at least one day’s pre- 
vious notice be given thereof in open Convention ; nor, unless by 
unanimous consent, until such alteration or addition shall have been 
referred to and reported upon by a Committee of at least two Pres- 
byters and two Laymen. Nor shall such alteration or addition be 
adopted, during the same Convention, if two-thirds of the votes of 
both orders, taken separately, shall not concur therein ; but in such 
case the same (unless negatived by a majority of the members 
present) shall he over for consideration until the next annual meet- 
ing of the Convention. 


CANON XXII. 
Repealing Former Canons. 


All former Canons of this Convention are hereby repealed. 


Mees Or ORDER,

I, Every Convention shall be preceded by the Celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion and the Annual Address of the Bishop, or a Sermon, as the Bishop shall 
appoint ; after which, the Bishop taking the Chair, the order of procedure shall 
be as follows : . 


1. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, under the 
direction of the Standing Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy 
entitled to seats. 

2. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose election has been 
certified to him in pursuance of Canon II., Section 9. The President shall then 
appoint a Committee of three persons, to whom shall be referred the creden- 
tials of the Lay Delegates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll 
made by the Secretary. 

3. A constitutional quorum (thirty Clergymen and thirty Delegations) being 
present, the President shall declare the Convention organized for business, 
which shall proceed in the following order : 

4, Reading of the Rules of Order. 

5. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom shall 
have power to appoint two Assistant Secretaries, 

6. The appointment of five Standing Committees by the President : 


(1) On the Incorporation and Admission of Churches—to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen, which Committee may report at any 
time during the session of the Convention, in order. 

(2) On the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen and two Laymen, with the 
Treasurer. 

(8) On the Treasurer’s Report, three Laymen. 

(4) On the General Theological Seminary, two Clergymen and three 
Laymen. 

(5) On Canons, at least two Clergymen and two Laymen. 


7, The appointment of Inspectors of Elections : one Clergyman and one 
Layman for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one Layman for the 
Lay Votes—for the Standing Committee, the Deputies and the Provisional 
Deputies to the General Convention, and the Missionary Committee. 

8. The Receiving and Referring, when necessary, of Reports, other than 
those of Special Committees, which may have been handed in to the Secretary. 


9. Miscellaneous business. 17 
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II. On the second day, the order of business, after Morning Prayer, shall 
be: : 


1. Reading and approving of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 

3. Calling over the names of embers not present on the first day. 

4, Admission of Parishes into union with the Convention. 

5. Reception of the Clergy and Lay Delegates of the same. 

6. Annual Address of the Bishop, unless he should prefer another time for 
its delivery. If so, it shall be at any time in order. 

7. The Election of the Standing Committee, the Deputies and the Provi- 
sional Deputies to the General Convention, and the Missionary Committee. 

8. The appointment of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm

III. On the third and any subsequent day, the order of business, after Morn- 
ing Prayer, shall be: 


Reading and approval of the Minutes. 

Receiving the certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 
. Calling the names of members not present before. 

. Reports not presented the preceding day, in order, 

. Miscellaneous business. 
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IV. If the prescribed order of business on any day should not have been 
gone through with, the first business the succeeding day shall be the matters 
which had not been reached on the preceding day, and in the order for that 
day prescribed ; this ruie shall not apply to miscellaneous business. 


V. If the President ez officio is not present at the opening of the Convention, 
the Secretary shall call the Convention to order, when the senior Presbyter 
present, being entitled to a seat, shall take the chair ; and in such case, imme- 
diately after the organization of the Convention, a President shall be elected 
by ballot, from among the Clergy. 


VI. Before the rising of the Convention, the Minutes of the last day’s PAs 
ceedings shal! be read and approved.

RULES OF ORDER. 259 


VIL. The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Clergymen belong- 
ing in this’Diocese but not entitled to seats in this Convention, Clergymen of 
other Dioceses, Professors and Students of Theology in the Protestant Hpisco- 
pal Church, and all persons holding any office or trust under the Convention, 
if not members, shall be admitted to the sittings of the Convention. 


VIII. The hours of each day’s session shall be from 10 A.M. to 1 P.M., and 
from 2 to 5 P.M., and, when ordered by the Convention, from 7} to 10 p.m. 


IX. The mode of conducting the stated elections by ballot shall be as 
follows : 


The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes entitled 
to vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for each office to be 
filled to the appropriate inspectors, whose duty it shall be to take charge of 
the same, keeping a poll list of the votes, and, as soon as practicable, to canvass 
the same, and report the result thereof to the Convention. If, on any such 
report, it should appear that no valid election has. been made in respect to all 
or any of the offices to be filled, the poll shall again be opened, for the purpose 
ot filling those which may remain vacant ; and if, on such second attempt, the 
purpose shall not be accomplished, the balloting may be resumed at the discre- 
tion of the Convention. 


X. No motion shall be considered as before the Convention unless seconded, 
and, when required, reduced to writing. 


XI. When a question is before the Convention, no motion, except as here- 
inafter provided, shall be received, but to lay it on the table—to postpone it 
indefinitely—to postpone it to a certain time—to commit—or to amend it ; 
which motions shall have precedence in the order named. But a motion to 
strike out the word ‘‘ Resolved ” shall have precedence of a motion to amend, 
and, if carried, shall be equivalent to a rejection of the resolution. 


XII. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
received. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to 
amend the same may be made; no after-amendment to such second amend- 
ment shall be in order. But when an amendment to an amendment is under 
consideration, a substitute for the whole matter may be received. No propo- 
sition on a subject different from that under consideration shall be received 
under color of a substitute. 


XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XIV. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 


XV. The mover may withdraw a motion or resolution at any time before 
decision or amendment, in which case it shall not be entered upon the 
Minutes. 


XVI. If a question under debate contains several distinct propositions, the 
same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken sepa- 
rately. 
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XVII, No member may speak more than twice on the same question with- 
out leave of the Convention, nor more than once in any case until every mem- 
ber choosing to speak shall have spoken. 


XVIII. Every member present shall vote whenever a question is put, unless 
excused by the Convention on account of his being personally interested in the 
result, or for other cause. a 


XIX. The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and by orders, whenever 
called for by five members. 


XX. In taking the vote by orders, it shall be the right of any member of a 
delegation who may dissent from the vote of the majority of the delegation to 
have the fact of his dissent recorded on the Minutes. 


XXI. A question, being decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the members present, nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the first 
decision, No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XXII. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 


XXIII. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be 
received, of course, without motion for acceptance. ‘They shall be entered on 
the Minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requiring any 
action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be accompanied 
by a resolution, or resolutions, for its consideration. 


XXIV. When a member is called to order by the President, or by another 
member, he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain. All 
questions of order shall be determined in the first instance by the President ; 
but any member may appeal from any decision of the Chair; and on such 
appeal, no member shall speak more than orce without leave of the Con- 
vention. 

XXV, The prescrived order of business shall not be departed from, nor 
shall any rule of order be suspended, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present ; nor shall any be changed or rescinded without one day’s pre- 
vious notice of a motion to that effect. 


XXVI. The majority of a quorum shall always be required to elect any 
officer. 
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
